VESSEL ON FIR E . 


T he Cargo ot tire Hawaii D estroyed— 
N arrow Escape of a Stowaway. 
Sab F rancisco, November 15th —This 
m orning about 7 o'clock a fire broke out in 
the steam schooner Hawaii, lying at Fol- 
som-street wharf, acd was extinguished 
w ithout m uch damage to the vessel, but 
the cargo is believpd to be destroyed, the 
loss am ounting to $20,000. The vessel was 
loaded w ith a general cargo of merchandise 
and was to have sailed for H onolulu this 
m orning. 
The fire started in the after part of the 
hold and is believed to have been caused 
by water leakiDg from a tank and saturat­ 
ing some lim e which was a portion of the 
vessel s cargo. The tugs V igilant and Alert 
towed the Haw aii to the Mission m ud fiats 
and beached her. So m uch water had been 
throw n on the flames that the hold was 
full when the m ud flats were reached. 
Daring the progress of the fire a stow­ 
away nam ed D unne was dragged out from 
the hold partially suflocated, and was re ­ 
moved to the Receiving Hospital, where 
h e recovered after a time. 
The vessel is said to be insured for $30,000, 
but the exact am ount of insurance on the 
cargo could not be learned.

Popecox joined them and traveled to V ic­ 
toria w ith the company. Several members 
of the company then proceeded to enjoy 
themselves at Victoria at Mr. Popecox's ex­ 
pense. 
H e was well supplied w ith money and 
spent it liberally. 
That wa3 the last seen 
Ot Mr. Popecox by any of his friends. No 
cause is known for the sudden and unex­ 
pected disappearance. H is financial aftairs 
here have not been investigated, but they 
are said to be all right. The case of his 
being well supplied w ith ready m oney at 
Victoria is not considered a significant in ­ 
cident by his friends here. 
H e was interested in large tracts of real 
estate here, one of which was a tract of 160 
acres near American Lake. 
He owns real 
estate in the fonr quarters of the city. His 
affairs are considered in good shape, and if 
there is any reason why Mr. Popecox 
should not return to Tacoma, it is known 
to him alone. H e was President of the 
Tacoma Cricket Club. 
It was thought by some that be has sim ­ 
ply gone on a trip to England, and will re­ 
turn in a few m onths. It is said that he 
would lose heavily in property if he did 
not come back.

The second day wa3 ended 
to-day. In view of the city election in 
February, both parties are rushing the nat­ 
uralization of aliens. The Liberals sprung 
some bombs by opposing the naturalization 
of any M ormon, bn the grounds that the 
oath taken in the Endow m ent House is 
pledged to hostility to the United States 
Governmeut. 
Several apostles of the M ormons testified 
to the proceedings in the Endow m ent 
House, stating that they would avenge the 
m urder of Joseph and H erm an Sm ith. 
Some of them stated that they were hostile 
to the Government, and some did not. 
The secret proceedings of the mysteries 
of the endowment house were fully re­ 
vealed by the apostates and a great sensa­ 
tion created. 
The Liberals’ lawyers to-day read from 
prom inent sermons of the Church author­ 
ities the established doctrine of the endow­ 
m ent house, and the enm ity existing to­ 
w ard the Government.

M o n t g o m e r y (Ala.), November 15th.— 
Tbe National Farm ers’ Coneress adjourned 
to-day and the delegates left this evening 
for New Orleans. The new officers are: 
President, R. F. Kolb, Alabama; Vice­ 
President, A. W. Sm ith. Kansas; Secretary, 
B. F . Clayton, Iowa; Treasurer. W m. Law­ 
rence, Ohio. Vice Presidents were elected 
from each State. 
The Congress decided to hold the next 
m eeting in Iowa. The place to be hereafter 
designated. 
A committee was appointed to report to 
the next m eeting suggestions for the na­ 
tional flower. 
The resolution to remove the tax on to­ 
bacco, aud one declaring the Government 
does not need m oney raised by internal 
revenue taxation, and that the Congress 
favors the repeal of the revenue laws, and 
that taxes raised from whisky and tobacco 
be relegated to the different States to relieve 
them of local taxation, was taken up and 
adverse reports concurred in. 
A resolution favoring the 
unlim ited 
coinage of silver m et with an adverse re­ 
port and was indefinitely postponed. 
A resolution was unanim ously adopted 
favoring a comprehensive scheme for the 
im provem ent of the Mississippi river and 
building a ship canal azros* Illinois, con­ 
necting tbe Mississippi and Lake Michigan, 
and recommending the United States Con­ 
gress to m ake 
a liberal appropriation 
therefore. 
Secretary Rusk and Statistician Dodge of 
the Departm ent of Agriculture were unan­ 
imously elected honorary members. 
Ad­ 
journed sine die. 


S IO U X C O M M ISS IO N E R S. 


T h e y E x p la in th e C au se s o f th e D e la y in 
T h e ir D e p a r tm e n t. 


C h i c a g o , November 15tb.—A meeting 
was held to-day at the army headquarters 
of the Sioux Commissioners appointed by 
the President to treat w ith the Sioux In ­ 
dians for the opening of their reservation, 
iu order to prepare their final report. 
Referring to the charges of unnecessary 
delay in the opening of the Sioux Reserva­ 
tion, which of late have been frequent, 
Major Roberts, A idde-C am p to General 
Crook, stated the delay was unavoidable, 
and was due to tbe decision of the Presi­ 
dent, that owing to 
the 
contradictory 
phrase of the two Acts of Congress it would 
be necessary for Congress to act on tbe re­ 
port of the Sioux Commission before the 
land could be opened tor settlement. 
General Crook, iu answering the charges 
that the delay in the opening of the reser­ 
vation was due to the fact ot a promise 
which he had made to the Indians to in ­ 
duce them to cede the territory had not 
been fulfilled, said : 
“ I may say that neither I nor any m em ­ 
ber of the Commission m ade any promise, 
such as redress of grievances and the like, 
that we were not am ply able to carry out 
and which will not be carried out to the 
letter. There were some grievances which 
we could not from their nature pledge 
outselves personally or officially to have 
redressed, but upon our promise to repre­ 
rent these in as favorable light as possible 
at W ashington, the Chiefs expressed them ­ 
selves as perfectly satisfied.” 
The Commission will continue in session 
for several days engaged iu drawing up 
this report, but it will not be made public 
until after it has passed through the usual 
departm ental routine, which will occupy 
from one to two weeks.

G a l e s b u r g (IU.). November 15tb.—In ­ 
tense excitem ent was cansed here yesterday 
afternoon by a bold attem pt to burn the 
residence of attorney G A. Lawrence, by 
members of tbe band of desperadoes whose 
"W hite Cap" letters have terrorized citizen? 
here. The fire broke out about 3 p. m., but 
was discovered by a neighbor in tim e to 
prevent any serious results. A pile of shav­ 
ings. kindlings and paper saturated with 
oil, had been ignited-, and, as the wind was 
favorable, an early discovery was all that 
saved the residence. 
No one had been seen near the house and 
the whole transaction is a profound mys- 
stery, but in perfect accord with letters 
daily sent to Mr. Lawrence. 
Last night of­ 
ficers patroled the premises, but in spite of 
these precautions letters have been thrust 
through tbe blinds and under the doors. 
M any othercitizens, including the Sheriff 
and policemen, have received ¡ike epistles, 
reeking with offensive and indecent terms 
too filthy to print. The feeling is so strong 
that sum m ary justice will be wreaked gn 
the m ysterious perpetrators if they are 
caught.

L itig a tio n W ith o u t a P r e c e d e n t—A g a in st 
P u b lic P o lic y . 


C h i c a g o , 
November 
15th. — Maggie 
Schreimer, who poured kerosene oil on her 
husband June 25, 1888, and then set fire to 
him , burning him fatally, is suing the 
Catholic Order of Foresters, through John 
C. King, an attorney, for $2.000. interest 
and principal on a death benefit, which she 
claims as a beneficiary of the dead m an's 


estate. The society’s lawyer claims that 
a9 the woman murdered her husband, and 
is now serving a term of ten yeais in .the 
penitentiary, the death benefit cannot be 
claimed by her. The plaiDtifls made a 
motion to overrule the dem urrer ou the 
ground that the policy did not provide for 
any such contingency, but merely prom ­ 
ised to pay to Schreim er's heirs the face 
value in the event of his death. The case 
is w ithout precedent, and the decision will 
be the first of tbe kind on record in Illi­ 
nois. The defendant society will contest 
the matter, and will in all probability m ake 
a fight on the proposition that a finding for 
the plaintiff would be against public policy, 
as it would virtually offer a prem ium to 
m urder.

November 15th.—Commo­ 
dore Sieard, Chief, of the Bureau of Ord­ 
nance of the Navy Department, in his an­ 
nual report to Secretary Tracy submits 
estimates aggregating $1,545,724 for the 
next year, of which $379,150 is tow ard the 
arm am ent of new vessels. 
The num ber of high-power steel cannon 
completed is as follows: 
Two 5 inch, forty 
6 inch, eight 8 inch and three 10 inch. 
All 
have been tested, and satisfactorily. 
Of the 
contract given the Hotchkiss Ordnance 
Company for ninety-four guns, seventy-six 
have been finished and delivered, compris­ 
ing tbirty-tw o 37-minute revolving cannon, 
thirteen 1-pounders, twelve 3 pounders aud 
nineteen 6 pounders; also, 4S.U00 rounds of 
am m unition to be delivered by the same 
company. 
Since the la9t report the arm am ents ot 
the Charleston, Yorktown and Petrel have 
been completed and sent to those vessels, 
and tbe 6-inch arm am ent of the Baltimore 
is ready. 
W ork upon the new gun factory is pro­ 
gressing satisfactorily, but $145,000 addi­ 
tional will be needed to finish the work as 
it should be. The work on the new styles 
of torpedoes is progressing. 
The experim ents with steel-cast guns 
during the year were not satisfactory. 


G E N E R A L S C H O F IE L D ’S R E P O R T . 


H e C o m m e n d s H lg tily tlie M ilitia - A r m y 
P r o m o t i o n s . 


W a s h in g t o n , 
November 15th.—Major- 
General Schofield, comm anding the army, 
to-day made public his annual report. .H e 
generally commends his subordinates and 
their commands and approves tbe sugges­ 
tions on the subject of desertions. 
He rec­ 
om mends a probationary term for recruits 
in order that they m ay bave a chance to 
learn a soldier's life in reality before enter­ 
ing finally and being Sworn in. 
H e renews his previous recom menda­ 
tions as to promotions. 
H e urges that the 
preseDt five regim ents of artillery be in ­ 
creased to seven, with but one First Lieu­ 
tenant, instead of two for each battery; 
also, that the strength of the arm y be in ­ 
creased from 25,000 to 30 000, so ^ as to al­ 
ways have at least 25 000 in the field. 
H e then attacks the present system of 
prom otion in the line of the arm y and 
charges that it works great injustice to 
some officers serving trom eighteen to 
twenty-two years as First Lieutenants, 
while others who are promoted have served 
but eleven or twelve. 
H e recommends 
that hereafter these promotions be made 
according to seniority of commission and 
not as now by regiments. 
H e commends highly the m ilitia of the 
country, indorses tbe views of his subord­ 
inates on sea-coast defenses, and adds that 
if the present plan be carried out during 
war the garrisons will have to be composed 
of 35,000 artillery men. The General, how­ 
ever, believes that only one-tw entieth of 
the above is needed in times of peace, and 
that bis estimate of two new regim ents of 
artillery and 5,000 men w ill be enough. If 
given this increase the force at the Presidio 
of San Francisco will be three batteries, 
and at Fort Canby, Columbia river, two 
batteries.

G u a y m a s, M exico, 1889. 
In every town anil village of the State 
o f Sonora there are public schools for boys, 


and others for girls, all supported at G ov­ 
ernm ent expense. 
Education is popularly 


supposed to be compulsory, but, as in the 
U nited States, the law in that regard is 


not vigorously enforced. 
In these public 


schools the elem entary branches are taught' 
and in the fem ale schools needlework is 


m ade a specialty, and som etim es drawing 


and embroidery are added. 
A t H erm osillo, 
the State Capital; Guaymas, Alam os and 


Ures are schools o f higher grade, also con­ 


ducted at Governm ent expense, w h ile in 
many portions of the State are private in ­ 
stitutions of learn in g whose teachers are 
paid by their w ealthy patrons. 
A novelty in th e way of theaters is this 
one at Guaymas, without a seat anywhere 
inside of it, except a line of benches in 
the outer corridors, whereon soldiers and 
servants lounge during every performance. 
Everybody brings his own chair, or rather 
his servant carries it for him , and the con­ 
sequence is that there are seats of all 
hights, sizes and descriptions, from com ­ 
mon rush-bottomed affairs to gorgeously 
upholstered sofas. 
I f you are a stranger 
w ithin th e gates and have no chair to 
bring, you may rent one for a medio (six 
cents) of an old woman at the door— who 
w ill ask you also for a cigarette, “por Dios 
(for God’s sake), Senor 1” 
There is a good deal of wealth in G uay­ 
mas, and some very good society, w ith even 
pretensions to elegance. 
Bull-figbts are 
not so common as of yore, and the cockpit 
is alm ost deserted, except by the lower 
classes; hut Sunday is still the gala-day of 
the week— everybody going religiously to 
mass in the m orning, to the public bath 
and promenade in the afternoon, and to a 
masked ball, or som e other revel, in the 
evening. 
There is a telegraph line owned and 
operated by the Federal Governm ent, run­ 
ning from Guaymas to H erm osillo, and 
thence to U res—m all 160 m iles. 
The 
Governm ent line from the C ity of M exico 
touches 
the 
Pacific 
coast 
at 
Mazat- 
lan, in the State of Sinaloa, and runs 
thence to Alam os, in the southern part of 
this State— thus connecting this odd little 
town, tucked away off in the most lone­ 
some corner of the Republic, not only d i­ 
rectly w ith the national capital, but w ith 
every portion of the country. 
And besides 
all that, one m ay send his words from 
Guaym as to N ew York, or to any other 
city in U ncle Sam ’s domain in a very few 
minutes, by using the telegraph lin e of the 
Sonora Railroad, w hich extends via H er­ 
m osillo to N ogales, on the Sonora and A ri­ 
zona frontiers, connecting thence w ith all 
the wires ot th e U nited States, or w ith the 
telegraphic and cable systems of the world. 


SONORA 
H as a ‘'seashore” of over 800 m iles, lyin g 
along the “Sea of Cortez,” or California 
Gulf. 
Before the com pletion of the Sonora 
Railw ay all the im ports came by sea, those 
from the U nited States direct from Cali­ 
fornia, but they are now brought by rail 
direct from the com m ercial centers of the 
A tlantic seaboard, as w ell as from the P a­ 
cific Coast. 
Nowadays Northern Sonora 
is supplied almost exclusively from the 
U nited States— w ith cotton, 
linen and 
woolen goods, groceries, glassware, hard­ 
ware, m achinery, coal, beer and lumber. 
A few years ago European goods had the 
monopoly, but now, owing chiefly to the 
Sonora road and the influence of Consul 
W illard, goods of Am erican manufacture 
largely prevail. 
By the way, it is stated on good author­ 
ity that the am ount of Am erican com­ 
m odities sm uggled into this place across 
the Arizona frontier exceeds $100,000 a 
year in value, although the M exican G ov­ 
ernm ent has established a cordon o f officers 
all along the boundary line in vain efforts 
to suppress the illegal traffic. 
T h is “ free- 
booting” is practiced alm ost exclu sively by 
natives of th e cactus country, and Court 
records show that very few foreigners are 
apprehended for eontrabandism— if one 
may be allowed to use the word. 
It is 
said in M exico that everybody sm uggles 
on opportunity— even the pillars o f the 
church and State ami Custom H ouse of­ 
ficers them selves. 
B ut then, you know, 
laws are not made for the makera, but for 
th is people. 
T he gentlem anly Collector of the Port 
tells me that the domes'.''’ trade o f G uay­ 
mas w ith the coast ports “ down below,” as 
far south as M anzanillo, am ounts in value 
to the sum of $431,717 10 per annum. 
The 
articles most commonly brought up from 
the south are blankets, cotton cloth, to­ 
bacco, cigars, coffee, tanned hides, soap, 
lard, rice, mescal, pottery, salt and oil. 
Those exported are flour in sacks, mats, 
baskets, peas and sm all red beans. 
T he project has long been agitated for 
another railroad, to commence at a station 
on the Sonora road forty m iles above 
Guaymas, to run a distance of 160 m iles to 
th e coal ffelds of Los Bronces and La Bar­ 
ranca, and thence to the famous m ines of 
Trinidad, near the boundary line of C hi­ 
huahua. 
A long tim e ago the M exican 
G overnm ent 
granted a franchise _ from 
Guaym as to these coal fields, but it was 
finally declared forfeited for non-fulfill­ 
m ent o f conditions. 


T H E CONTEM PLATED R A ILW A Y 
From Port Lobos, on the G u lf o f Califor­ 
nia, to the Arizona frontier (a distance of 
ninety m iles), and thence to Tucson, sixty 
m iles'further, for w hich the M exican G ov­ 
ernm ent has granted a franchise w ith a fat 
subsidy— appropriating $10,000 per m ile 
in silver— has not yet been begun ; and it 
looks as if its franchise would go the way 
o f the m ajority and be declared forfeited. 
T he steamer Newl>ern, of the California 
and M exican line, of San Francisco, under 
a subsidy granted by the M exican G ov­ 
ernment, comes to G uaymas once a m onth 
on its regular voyage from S w Francisco 
down tó M azatlán, touching St all inter­ 
m ediate points of consequence, both on the 
m ain land and the peninsula. 
For years 
it received from M exico’s treasury $2,000 
for the round 
trip, in consideration of 
carrying the m ails free, and Governm ent 
em ployes, stores and troops at h a lf r a te s; 
but a new contract has recently been made, 
reducing the subsidy to $1,500. 
H erm osillo, distant by rail 84 statute 
m iles from Guaymas, lies in a gap which 
the Sr.nora A ver has cut through the 
western range. 
It is a perfect gem of a 
picturesque little city, surrounded by high 
h ills and embowered in orange groves, and 
has a population of about 15,000. 
It is in 
the midst o f an im portant silver m ining 
region, and there is a m int in the town for 
the coinage of silver dollars. 
There are 
manufactories 
also 
of 
cotton, brandy, 
m atches and leather goods. T he G overnor s 
Palacio is here, a fine hospital, an alm s­ 
house, and the various buildings of the 
State Governm ent. 
A rem arkable tribe of Indiaus, known 
as th e Yum as, occupy a m ountain gorge in 
th e southeastern corner of Sonora. 
The 
language of the people is, if possible, more 
jaw-rending than that o f the A ztecs and 
Yaquis. 
For exam ple, their word for cat 
is m im m ixtin— think o f calling a kitten to 
its breakfast by such a word as that 1 
The 
word for boy is telp.opochtin ; for girls 
iehpopoehtin, and for a kiss, teteunam i- 
qu iliztli. 
A priest is addressed by the en­ 
dearing term of notlaxom ahuiztespixcatat- 
zin. 
A request is called a tetlatolanilztli. 


T he pay of a servant is, am atlacurlotity- 
n cotitaxtlahulli— and if the bill is as big 
as the word it must indeed be astonishing. 
T he Yum as have a peculiar ceremony 
for celebrating the arrival of a maiden to 
marriageable age. 
W hen 
the m other 
; ijii.ates t i e ta c t to th e other women 
■ . p 
together and a feast 
1- 
.¡e— ol stewed dog, maybe, or broiled 
rattlesnake or pounded grasshopper. 
The 
applicant for the honors of womanhood is 
placed in a sort of oven made by digging a 
hole in the ground, in which heated stones 
are laid, covered w ith twigs and bushes. 
W ater is then thrown on the stones, caus­ 
ing them tosteam like an engine. W hen the 
novice is com pletely saturated w ith pro­ 
fuse perspiration, she is plunged into the 
river to take a bath. 
T his process is kept 
up for three days, alternately toasting and 
ducking the girl, m eanw hile givin g her 
nothing whatever to eat. 
If she survives 
the heroic treatm ent (and she generally 
does), the feast is then partaken of and the 
m aiden is

N o wonder that so m any of this tribe 
d ie of consum ption, and that none o f the 
women live to old a g e ! 
Previous to a 
birth the m other goes off alone some dis­ 
tance from her village, and resides by her­ 
self until the child is a m onth old, seeing 
nobody. 
If she dies during the ordeal, it 
w ill not be discovered until the m onth has 
elapsed. 
On the thirtieth day the band to 
which she belongs assembles and selects a 
name for the little one— som ething like 
T etlayh ion iitiliztli, for instance— and then 
m other and child are escorted to their 
home. 
Am ong all the Indians of M exico “ one 
thin g at a tim e ” is the principle of life— 
that is, they never undertake two kinds of 
business in the same fam ily. 
If a man is 
a fisherman, you may know that his whole 
fam ily do nothing hut fish, as did his 
father and grandfather before him, and as 
his children and grandchildren w ill in 
years to come. 
Frequently an entire tribe 
or com m unity engage in the same branch 
of business, and keep it up from genera­ 
tion to generation. 
G oing down through 
the heart of M exico, from E l Paso to the 
capital, the traveler sees this illustrated in 
a stiking manner. 
A t Leon he is beset to 
buy woven serapes, and the innum erable 
peddlers have nothiug else to sell. 
A t 
Queretaro it is opals— nothing but o p a ls; 
at another place it is ca n es; at another 
pottery. 
A t Celaya fifty men and boys 
thrust boxes of dulce into oue’s face, and 
w ill not take a refusal as long as the train 
stops. 
T he dulces are sweet, paste-like 
compounds, flavored w ith pine-apple and 
other fruits, put up neatly in sm all, round 
boxes o f gaily-colored wood. 
T he round 
boxes are assorted, according to the differ­ 
ent flavors, and packed in long boxes of 
varying sizes and prices. 
Celaya is known 
all over M exico for its sweets. 
W ithin two hours’ride of the last-named 
place is Irapuato, where the most lucious 
strawberries can be bought at the station 
every m onth in the year. 
T he peddlers 
never have anything but strawberries, and 
those are put up in pretty, home-made 
w illow baskets, 
hold:ng a quart, 
two 
quarts or three quarts. 
N o doubt the fruit 
could be cultivated w ith equal success in 
many other places— but it isn’t; to do so 
would not be M exican! 
So Irapuato has 
the m onopoly of strawberries. 
A little 
fa rth e r d o w n th e ro ad , a t S au 
J u a n d e l R io , is th e p la c e to b u y ro p e 
la ria ts . 
I n fro n t o f n e a rly e v e ry h o u se in 
th e to w n is a ro p e w a lk ; a n d 
a ll th e p eo ­ 
p le a re d e v o te d 
to th e m a n u fa c tu re o f 
la ria ts .

SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


Y oung W om en W h o S tu d y to C are for 
th e Su ffering. 


[From th e New Y ork Star.] 
Prom inent am ong the institutions for 
w hich the city of New York is justly fa­ 
mous is th e T raining School for Fem ale 
Nurses. 
T his school is connected w ith 
the Post-Graduate M edical School and 
H ospital. 
It is located at No. 163 East 
T hirty-sixth street. 
From th is school the 
most expert and successful nurses are grad­ 
uated. 
T his school was established in 
1886, and has been uniform ly prosperous 
ever since that tim e. 
It has received pu­ 
pils from all parts of the U nited States. 
Canada has sent several young ladies, who 
have availed them selves of the opportu­ 
nity offered here, both of tuition and the 
valuable experience afforded by the m etro­ 
politan hospitals. 
Europe and the W est 
Indies also are represented here. 
The studies of the young ladies are pur­ 
sued under the careful supervision of I>r. 
Ju lia M cN utt, o f Lexington A venue, who 
is assisted by Mrs. Lee. 
T he pupils, on 
first entering the school, start in upon a 
probationary couise lasting two m onths. 
During this period ih ey receive training 
at the bedside of actual patients. 
T hey 
are carelully 
wa'ched by head nurses: 
their courage, pt tience, intelligence and 
general adaptabiliiy to the profession ot 
nursing are tested, 
and if accepted, they 
enter at once upon 
a regular course of 
study and training. 
T hey then receive a 
regular uniform, consisting of light-blue 
cambric dresses, w ith aprons, sleeves and 
caps, and thereafter usually are called 
“cap nurses.” 
Of all nationalities, the 
American girls take the lead in proficiency. 
The foreign 
nurses are largely handv 
capped by their ignorance of the E nglish 
language. 
After a young lady has been 
in the school for one year she is sent out 
on private cases, but all the m oneys she 
m ay receive for such service she is ex ­ 
pected religiously to turn in to the au­ 
thorities at the school. 
T he hospitals most visited by the pupils 
are such as afford experience in a ll the 
various diseases and illnesses. 
M a n y of the young women nurses attend 
the Presbyterian H ospital. 
H ere no con­ 
tagions diseases are treated. T his hospital 
treats m ainly such disorders as hip disease, 
rheumatism, consum ption and, 
in fact, 
alm ost everything except fevers. 
T he pupils during their training have to 
devote a large portion o f their tim e to the 
acquirem ent of knowledge in physiology, 
anatomy, hygiene, and must lie fam iliar 
w ith the text-book of nursing by Clara 
W eeks. 
In this school the strictest discipline is 
m aintained. 
T hey are expected to be in 
bed, when not on duty, at 10:30 P. M. 
T h ey are allowed to go out of an evening 
with a escort, but must first go through the 
form ality of obtaining permission from 
th e Superintendent. 
T he terms under 
which pupils enter the school are as fol­ 
low s: 
For the first two (probationary) 
m onths they receive no pay; after that 
they are paid at the rate of $8 per m onth 
for two years, w hich is the regular term of 
instruction and training. 
During ali this 
tim e they have the benefit o f periodical 
lectures by “blushing young physicians,” 
as a young woman member of the school 
styled them. 
Some o f the pnpils are young women be­ 
longing to 
wealthy fam ilies and have 
taken up this life for charity’s sake. 
Such 
girls invariably make the most expert 
nurses.

A t the m eeting of the Board of Promo­ 


tion o f the Three Am ericas Exposition, 
h eld in W ashington, D . C., on the 23d of 
October, Secretary Anderson gave some of 
the history o f the exposition m ovement, 
w hich is h igh ly interesting. 
W illard 
H all was filled by the delegates who re­ 
assembled to the number of about three 


hundred. 
Chairman 
Am os L. L ittle 
called the m eeting to order at 2:30 o’clock, 


Commissioner Douglass and Secretary A n ­ 
derson occupying seats on the platform. 
Mr. Anderson was introduced 
to the 


delegates and made an address on the gen­ 
eral purposes of the gathering, speaking as 
follows: 
Mr. President and Gentlemen: T he m ain object 
of the m eeting of this N ational Board is to per­ 
fect th e plans for a T h ree A m ericas’ Exposition, 
to be held at th e N ational C apital in 1892. in 
honor of th e four h u n d red th anniversary of th e 
discovery o f A m erica by C hristopher C lum bus. 
The m ovem ent was, as you are well aw are, 
started in th is city on the 25th of F e b rja :y , 
1S86, or m ore th a n th ree years and a h a lf ago. 
T he first im portant step taken in its prom otion 
was the preparation of a m em orial to Congress, 
stating tn e general scope an d plan, w hit h was 
presented in the U nited States Senate by Sen­ 
ator G orm an, of M aryland, on th e 20th o f April, 
1886, an d printed in full in the Congressional 
Record th e following day. 
T he n ex t step was 
th e organization of a com m ittee o f citizens irom 
ih e sereral States and T erritories, called a 
Board of Prom otion, to invite the attention ot 
th e press an d public to tn e im portance o f ,he 
com ing anuiversaiy. 
In response to invitations to join th e m ove­ 
m ent during the past three years form al le ttirs 
accepting m em r.ership in th e Board have been 
received from th e Governors of :orty one -Stares 
and T erritories, tw enty-tw o of w h m a rt still iu 
office: th e M ayors of sixty leading cities, 176 
Presi.tents and Secretaries o f Boards of T rade 
throughout th e Uni ed states, and the chief ex ­ 
ecutive officers of th irty State and T erritorial 
Granges. 
More recently, during the present 
year, eighty principal cities of the country have 
appointed H anding com m ittets of five each on 
th is subject. 
The lir-t m eeting of th e N ational Board was 
held in this city in Decem ber, 1886, w hen the 
plans and purposes w ere carefully considered 
and m atured, and a further m em orial prepared. 
It was presented by Senator G orm an in the 
U nited States Senate on the 17th of th a t m onth, 
and priuted in full iu th e Congressional Record 
the lollowiug day. 
Since the m ovem ent was inaugurated the fol­ 
low ing N ational C onventions and Associations 
have, by form al resolutions, indorsed the move­ 
m e n t: The N ational Board of Trade, th e Na­ 
tional Grauge in three an n u al Conventions, the 
A m erican 
B ankers' Association, the 
In ter­ 
national M edical Congress, th e Catriage-Biliid- 
ers’ N ational Association, ihe A m erican Asso­ 
ciation o f A gricultural Colleges, th e U nited 
States Potters’ Association, th e A m erican .-hip­ 
ping and Industrial League, th e W ashington 
N ational M onum ent 
Society, th e 
Am erican 
M edical Association, and the M ouut Vernon 
Ladies' Association of the Uuion. 
In addition to this, m ost of th e Am erican 
m inisters at W ashington have, ia le ters and 
speeches, expressed a w arm interest in the 
m ovem ent. 
On the 16th of June, 1888, the p ’r.n subm itted 
to Congress was, w ith a few slight changes, 
favorably and unanim ously reported by the 
Com m ittee on Foreign Affairs of the U nited 
States House of R epresentatives through its 
C hairm an, Hon. Perry Belm ont, of New Yot k. 
T he report of th e com m ittee, together w ith the 
argum ents an d exhibits subm itted, w ere p rin ttd 
iu full in Com m ittee Report No. 2.601, Fiftieth 
Congress, first se.-sion, m aking a pam phlet of 
fifty-seven pages. 
Owiiig 
to 
the blockade 
caused by the rules of the House, th e com m it­ 
tee did not secure th e assignm ent of a day for 
th e consideration oi th eir report. 
D uring th e entire progress o f the m ovem ent 
we have adnered to certain fundam ental idetis, 
arid your attention is invited to the following 
language used in th e first m em orial to Congress, 
in April, 1886: “To prevent any possiole m isun­ 
derstanding it m ay b e w ell to -tate at the outset 
t h at we, w ho are advocating the proposed cele- 
braiions an d exposition at th e N ational Capitol, 
desire th at they be entirely un d r th e auspices 
an d control of ihe G eneral G overnm ent. Both 
th e m agnitude and dignity of th e project forbid 
its m anagem ent by a private corporation.” 
We have acted on the theory tn at W ashington 
is th e city of the nation and all the States—the 
N ational C apital of 60,000,000 A m erican people— 
a city in w hich all have a com m on interest and 
pride. We claim , gentlem en of th e N ational 
Board, th a t It is m ore your city th an ours, for 
you have, through your R epresentatives in Con­ 
gress, a vote in regard to th em an ag em en t of the 
D istrict of Colum bia, w hile we, residing in 
W ashington, are deprived of suffrage and rep­ 
resentation. 
We have persistently advocated the erection 
o f certain perm anent b u i’dings for the great 
Exposition of 1892, in order th a t it m ay he the 
stepping-stone to th e t nlargem cut o f the present 
N ational M useum into a co n tin en tal or T hree 
AmericasJM useum . 
To illustrate th e necessity and im portance of 
th is feature your attention is invited to the pres­ 
ent condition of th e m useum . 
W hile the build- 
intr is but five or six je a rs old. its capacity is so 
inadequate th at, according to a recent official 
report, there are enough relics an d exhibits 
stored away, unpacked, to fill an o th er building 
the size o f the present one. 
W hat w ill be its 
condition in 1892 w hen exhibits of th e nineteen 
sister u atio n so f th e T hree A m ericas are brought 
here to illustrate th e antiquities, history, and 
progress of the New W orld since its discovery 
400 years ago by Columbus? 
It w ill require at least ten lim< s the present 
space. A m em orial m useum in honor of th a t 
greatest event in Am erican history is th en a 
m atter of transcendent im portance. 
A nother perm anent building needed is one 
for w orking m odels o f leading A m erican inven­ 
tions to be u nder th e control of the Interior De­ 
partm ent. This w ould he an exposition in itself 
an d w ould be a m ost appropriate trib u te to 
A m erican skill an d progress. 
These two are but illustrations o f th e class of 
b uildings absolutely needed by th e Govern­ 
m ent. 
In th is connection. I wish to say th a t there 
h as been some m isunderstanding on the p att of 
th e press and public about the use of the term 
“ P erm anent E xposition.” 
We do not m ean a 
perm anent exhinit of m erchandise an d p erish­ 
able products, accom panied by an adm ission 
tee, out ra th e r a perm anent m useum of th e 
antiquities, history, erts, industries, au d civiiiz- 
atton of the several sister nations o f the New 
World. 
I w ill not take your tim e to enum erate in de­ 
ta il th e various reasons why, duriug the past 
th ree years, th e A m erican people have w ith 
such m arked unanim ity, aud as a m atter o f 
course, joined the m ovem ent in favor of an E x­ 
position at th e N ational C apital. There are, 
how ever, five leading reasons w hich I w ilí 
briefly state. 
At th e N ational C apital there is an exposition 
nucleus or plant, to com m ence w ith, w hich has 
already cost over S5” ,000.000. I m ean lh a t the 
N ational Museum, Sm ithsonian, W ashington 
M onum ent, th e Capitol building--, th e Patent 
Office, an d various D epartm ent buildings, w ith 
th eir relics, treasures of art, and practical w ork­ 
ings of th e G overnm ent, are all practically an 
ex h ib it and a constant source of attraction to 
visitors. It is m uch m ore dignified to keep these 
valuable relics and exhibits at th e seat of Gov­ 
ernm ent th an to fu rth er engage in th e travel- 
ing-show business, by periodically depleting th e 
N ational M useum aud departm ents in order to 
take G overnm ental exhibits to tem porary expo­ 
sitions in other cities, as has lrequen:ly been 
done. 
W hatever m oney m ay he appropriated for E x­ 
position buildings a t th e N ational C apital w ill 
be a safe Investm ent, for th e buildings w ill be 
needed for all t im e for G overnm ent purposes, 
aud are not to he to m dow n an d the m aterial 
sold at a great sacrifice. 
As W ashington is neith er a m anufacturing nor 
com m ercial city, it has no foreign com m erce, 
hence New Y rk, P hiladelphia, Boston, Chi­ 
cago, S . Louis, C incinnati, New O rleans, San 
Francisco, Louisville. N ashville. 
Richm ond, 
S avannah, K ansas City, Pittsburg. B altim ore 
and other industrial cities w ill derive the trade 
benefits oi 
th e T hree Am ericas Exposition. 
W ith th e Exposition located at W ashington, 
w hich is neu tral ground, the various cities 
m entioned w ill have an equal chance in com ­ 
petition ;or Spanish-A m erican trade, w hich is 
one of th e fundam ental ideas of th e m ovem ent, 
w hereas if located in a m anufacturing city, th at 
place w ould have an undue an d unfair ad v an ­ 
tage. 
For m ore th a n fifteen years Congress has ap­ 
propriated large sum s ot m oney for exposi­ 
tions at th e capitals and large cities of Europe. 
T his policy should now be reversed, au d th e 
outside w orld iuvifed to an Exposition at our 
own N ational C apital, w here it m ay see th e 
greatness, grandeur and glory ot A m erica and 
her institutions. 
F aiiure to do so is a discrim i­ 
nation against our ow n country. 
The im propriety of holding th e Exposition in 
an y place o th er th a n th e national capital m ay 
readily be seen by looking ah ead to th e 12th of 
cclober, 1892, ih e anniversary of th e day th a t 
Colum bus landed 
It is expected th a t upon this 
occasion th e P resident of the U nited States w ill 
invite the K ing o! Italy, the Q ueen of Spain, th e 
Presidents of seventeen sister Am erican R epub­ 
lics. and the Em peror of Brazil, to visit the 
U nited States, and join w ith them in unveiling 
a statue o f C hristopher Colum bus in honor of 
th e great event. W here and by whom should 
these distinguished guests o f the nation be re­ 
ceived? At a com m ercial city, at th e expense 
o f a city, or private corporation, o r at th e n a­ 
tion's hom e—its natio n al cap ital? To ask the 
question is to answ er it. 
T he G overnm ent of -p a in , throught its M inis­ 
ter of State, has already Inform ed th e U nited 
States M inister to th a t country th a t it w ill com ­ 
m em orate th e com ing anniversary in th e m ost 
solem n m anner, au d th a t it ** is ready at the 
sam e tim e to tak e p art in any other celebration 
and solem nity w hich m ay be u ndertaken on the 
A m erican continent to eom m em otate th e great 
event.” 


In our opinion the oldest and foremost A m er­ 
ican nation should respond to this sentim ent by 
takiDg th e initiative in preparation o f th e com ­ 
ing event, and th e celebration should be under 
the joint auspices of the several sister nations 
of th e T hree Am ericas, all of w hom are equally 
interested in the g rand achievem ents of C hris­ 
topher Columbus. 
T he speaker was frequently applauded, 
every reference to the special fitness of 
this city as the site of the W orld’s Fair 
calling forth great enthusiasm , showing 
plainly that there was a unanim ous senti­ 
ment in favor of the Capital City of the 
country. 
" 
THE NATIONAL GRANGE. 
In this connection it m ight be stated 
that the N ational Grange, Patrons of 
Husbandry, now in session ia this city, 
has at three annual sessions discussed and 
taken action upon the proposition as fol­ 
lows: 
[P hiladelphia, Novem ber, 1886.] 
W h erea s, it is proposed to have at the N a­ 
tional Capitol in 1889 an iuter-A m eriean and 
iuter-R epublic celebration of th e C entennial of 
th e Constitution of th e U nited states: a W orld’s 
Exposition in 1892, in honor of tn e 4(rith armi- 
ver.-ury of the discovery of A m erica by Colum 
bus and thereafter a P erm anent Exposition, or 
M useum, of th e a n tiq u itie s history, arts, aud 
industries of the three Am ericas: w hereas, it is 
also propo-ed to establish at the N ational Cap­ 
ital a perm anent ex h ib it of th e resources, arts 
and industries o f the f-.rtv-six States end T erri­ 
tories, aud to erect a building for th e display of 
w orking m odels oi im portant A m erican inven­ 
tions: 
Resolved, By the Patrons of H usbandry, in 
N ational Grange, th a t we heartily favor th e 
consum m ation of th is im portant and patriotic 
w ork, au d urge all A m erican citizens and legis­ 
lative bodies to support it in a m anner becom ­ 
in g th e dignity, greatness and grandeur oi the 
Republic. 
Resolved. T hat w e specially favor th« pro­ 
posed P erm anent State an d T erritorial E xhibit 
as a m atter of great practical im portance to the 
Patrons of H usbandry of the several States and 
Territories. 
Resolved, T hat the Secretary of the N ational 
G range be directed to tran-m it a duly certitu d 
copy of these resolutions to the President ot the 
I nlted States, the U nited States Senate and 
House of Represen atives, and to the Governors 
aud Legislatures of th e several States aud Terri­ 
tories. 
[Lansing Mich., Novem ber, 1SS7.] 
W h e r e a s , T he N ational G range and Pa rons 
of H usbandry did, at it- tw entieth annual ses­ 
sion iu P hiladelphia, adopt certain resolutions 
iudorsiug the propositi j i i to hold at th e N ational 
C apital in 18,9 an A m erican inter-republic cele­ 
bration in honor of the centennial of the Con­ 
stitution, aud a three Americas and W orld - Ex­ 
position at the N ational Capital in 1892 iu honor 
of th e discovery' of A m erica by Columbus, and. 
th ereafter a perm anent ezpo'-ition ot the a n ­ 
tiquities, liis'or; ,irts and industries of the three 
A m ericas ; and, w hereas, the successful a com- 
plishm ent of th is ent rpriee w ill not i n y tend 
to strengthen the fraternal relations o! the sis­ 
ter A m erican nations, but w ill also bring about 
reciprocal international developm ent aud eum- 
m erce ; 
Resolved. T hat we hereby reaffirm our action 
at P hiladelphia, aud recom m end to each State 
M aster th at, in his n e st annual address to his 
G range, he direct th e attention of the Patrons of 
H usbandry to th e im poitance of tills m atter to 
th e agricultural interests of the entire Union.

Y our com m ittee to whom was referred the 
com m unication o f A lexander D. A nderson, Sec­ 
retary of the Board o f Prom lion of the Three 
A m ericas am i W orld's Exposition, would oiler 
the following resolutions, aud recom m end their 
passage: 
Resolved, By th e N ational Grange, P atrons of 
H usbandry, th at we again earue-tly iudorse the 
m ovem ent aim ing at a Three Am ericas and 
W orld’s Exposition, at the national cap ital iu

The regular order ol business was resum ed, 
anti the E xecutive Com m ittee subm itted the 
following: 
Worthy Master: The Executive Committee, 
to w hom was referred a paper relating to the 
“ T hree A m ericas and World s Exposition, ' re­ 
spectfully s hm tt th a t th e subject m atter, h av ­ 
in g already been acted upon by this body, uo 
lu rth er legislation is required 
A dopted. 
J. M B l a n t o n , C hairm an. 
A t the Three Am ericas Exposition Con­ 
vention in W ashington October 23, 1S89, 
John Trim ble, Secretary of the N ational 
Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, who was 
invited to respond to the toast, “Am er­ 
ican Agriculture, its interest in the E xpo­ 
sition,” was unable to he present, and his 
letter was read by M atthew Trim ble. 
H e 
said : 
“T he N ational Grange is early in the 
field in earnest advocacy of the E xposi­ 
tion. 
Three tim es its national body offi­ 
cially indorsed this grand and patriotic 
enterprise, and on each occasion indorsed 
W ashington as the proper, if not the only 
place, for holding such an exposition. The 
G range hopes at uo distant day to have 
erected in the Capital of the N ation a 
tem ple dedicated to agriculture that w ill 
be the pride of every Am erican farm er; 
and to-day the farmers of our land feel 
that, even laying aside patriotic impulses, 
there is no place in all our broad country

M atthew Trim ble, in speaking of the 
organization, stated that it had chartered 
over 26,000 subordinate Granges, w ith a 
m embership o f over a m illion souls.

lands and they came back lik e echoes 
from other shores asking that they extend 
to others a helping hand. 
It iiad burst 
upon 
them w ith \ the suddenness of an

w ith the brilliancy and permanency of the 
sun. 
Such was Ihe organization that sent 
their greeting that night, and said that 
W ashington, the Capital of our NatioD, 
was the place to hold the exposition of 
1892.

Prince H atzfeldt is 
the nephew of Count H atzfeldt, German 


Embassador to England, and is the direct 


descendant of a line which dates back 900 
years. 
It has been the desire of Mr. and 
Mrs. H untington 
that 
their 
daughter 


should be married iu N ew York, where 
they have a splendid residence, and until 


two w e -Us ago it was generally understood 
that th is programme would not be altered. 
Prince 
H atzfeldt, however, w ith the 
natural im patience of a lover, demurred 
a {aii.st so much delay, and painted a 
iluuble trip across the A tlantic at this 
s eason o f the year in such gloom y colors 
t tat he finally carried his point, and it 
was decided that the marriage should be 
solem nized in London. 
On account of the 
very brief tim e fur preparation, aud also 
011 account of the absence from London of 
m any friends of both Mr. H untington and 
P rince H atzfeldt, it was considered best 
t > lim it the attendance at the wedding 
to relatives and most intim ate friends. 
H ad it 
been otherwise 
St. W ilfrid’s 
Chapel would certainly have been much 
too sm all for the purpose. 
A s it was, the 
beautiful chapel, w hile not crowded, was 
comfortably filie»! by 11 o’clock, the hour 
set lor the ceremony.

dark green velvet, trimmed w ith sable, 
w ith toque to m atch. 
T he costum e suited 
the brunette beauty 
adm irably. 
Miss 
Sherrill wore a plum-colored silk costume, 
and carried an im mense bouquet of chrys­ 
anthem um s that almost m atched the cos­ 
tum e iu 
color. 
M iss 
H untington also 
carried 
chrysanthem um s— white. 
Mrs. 
H untington, youthful looking and stately, 
was attired in black. 
T he Countess von 
A lten wore satin of a delicate 
French 
grey. 
T iie Princess H atzfeldt and Count­ 
ess von A lten were given seats inside the 
chancel. 
In the body of the chapel, in addition 
to Mr. and Mrs. Collis P. H untington and 
Archer M. H untington, sat Count H atz­ 
feldt, the German Embassador, and his 
charm ing daughter, the Countess Mary, 
who was attired in ligh t grey silk ; Lieut. 
Count H atzfeldt, Count Von A lten, Count 
H enry Lutzow, Secretary to the Austro- 
H ungarian Legation, and Countess Lut­ 
zow; 
Count M unster, Count Mansfeldt, 
Lady H erbert, M iss M. J. Sherrill, Barou 
Lepden (Secretary of the German Lega­ 
tion), Dr. Laking (physician to the Prince 
of W ales), H on.

bride and groom, w hich was of a most im ­ 
pressive character. 
T he wedding ceremony began and ended 
w ith a wedding march, the organist choos­ 
ing M endelssohn’s for his final effort. 
During the ceremony an invisible singer 
filled th e great edifice w ith music. 
From the oratory the Prince and Prin­ 
cess H atzfeldt and'the rest of the wedding 
party were driven to the German Embassy, 
Carlton terrace.

Every precaution to secure 
the very best sort of luck in the market 
for the Prince and bride had evidently 
been taken by everybody interested, for 
even the table upon which the wedding 
breakfast was served was in the form of a 
horseshoe, w hich, as everybody knowns, is 
certain to bring good luck in it* train. 
T he horseshoe was daintily decorated w ith 
flowers. 
T he breakfast was of course per­ 
fect. 
T h e health of bride and groom was 
drunk after three extrem ely hearty and 
heartfelt cheers had been given for them. 
Then came th e leave-taking, made abso­ 
lu tely necessary by a rai.way tim e-table 
that "refused to budge an inch. 
N ot only 
his opponents in the business world, but 
perhaps his supporters as well, w ill be sur­ 
prised to hear that Collis P . H untington’s 
eye looked suspiciously moist as he kissed 
his daughter good-by, and heard his and 
her friends, and the friends o f her hus­ 
band, wish her erery good fortune just be­

300 pounds of dried fruit which, at seven 
cents per pound, would bring $21. 
The stalks from old asparagus beds 
should be burned, and a good dressing of 
m anure spread over the ground. 
Young 
plants may he set out now as well as at 
any season, when the ground is in good 
condition. 
In heavy, wet soil it is best to 
plant in spring. 
Any good, rich garden 
soil is suitable for asparagus; newly set 
plants should be lightly covered during 
winter. 
T he currant is a hardy plant, and does 
well on nearly all kinds of soils.

CALiFORNIA LANDS. 


EARNING CAPACITY COMPARED WITH 
EASTERN ACREAGE.

W h ere I t is C anned. 
T here are but two places in the U nited 
States—as far as we know— where shrim p 
are caught and packed in cans for do­ 
mestic consumption—New Orleans, La., 
and Biloxi, Miss., says the Biloxi (Mi»s.) 
Herald. 
Of all the erustaceous family of fishes 
the shrim p is the most delicate and enjoy­ 
able. It serves for soups, salads, and plain 
toiled for table use. 
Properly prepared, 
it is a dish for epicures. 
T he lobster and 
crab are coarse and common as compared 
w ith the shrimp. 
F or some years tiie packing of shrim p in 
cans for foreign and domestic m arkets has 
been carried on in this place and New 
Orleans, and up to this season the demand 
has exceeded the supply. 
The industry has been and may be said 
to be yet in its infancy, and will no doubt 
be developed into proportions th at will j 
surprise those now engaged in it. 
The outfit for the fishermen is a schooner , 
of from three to fifty tons, with a crew of j 
five men on the larger and four on th e j 
sm aller boats, a seine of SO to 120 fathoms 
in length, four to six days’ supply of ra­ 
tions, a good yawl and several tons of ice. 
Thus equipped the vessel cruises inside 
and outside, keeping a good lookout for 
the schools of shrimps, which the eye of a 
practiced fisherman discovers at consider­ 
able distances. 
The fishing season is about two months 
in the spring, and in August, September 
and October, or five m onths in the year. 
T he catch of a boat depends on the 
w eather and skill and luck of its crew. 
T he business is said to he very profitable 
to good fishermen. 
\Ve have not the full facts sufficient to 
show the extent and im portance of the 
business in Biloxi, but give the following : 
T here are forty schooners outside and 
th irty inside engaged in the business of 
fishing for the Biloxi canneries, employing 
about three hundred and twenty men. 
One day during the present week 500 
barrels were brought in, which had a value 
of $2,000 raw. 
T his gave employment to 
a large force of men, women and children, 
largely the latter, in picking shrimps. 
A boy or girl 12 to 14 years of age can 
make from §1 to $3 in a day of eight hours 
labor. 
D uring the shrim p season, on th e 
best days, about $1,000 a day is paid out 
for labor, and the great bulk of it to 
women and children. 
There are three factories now engaged in 
the shrim p business in our town, one w ith 
a large capacity, and perhaps another sea­ 
son may see a considerable increase, as the 
business is said to be profitable. 
W e do not knuw how many cases of 
canned shrim p will he put up this season, 
but our intorm ation is th at it will he very 
much larger than in New Orleans, which, 
as we have said, is the only other place 
where shrim p are packed. 
But a hasty 
estim ate shows th at shrim p, this fall sea­ 
son, will bring to our town not less than 
§100,000.

asked an Alta reporter of W illiam H . Mill9 
yesterday. 
“ There is nothing new ’in the general 
plan of 'h e exhibition,'' said Mr. Mills. 
"W hite there are m any new articles exhib­ 
ited, the exhibition is more complete than 
that of last year. The utmost pains Dave 
been taken in the present care to present 
fully ihe entire list of California products. 
For illustration, we take fiber, and exhibit 
hemp, flax, jute, ramie, cotton, etc. We 
have been particular to collect every useful 
fiber that is grown in California, by which 
we show to the people of the East that we 
can produce in California the entire range 
of fibers used in the m anufacture of textile 
fabrics; thus wool and woolen fabrics, etc. 
The same is true of the orchards and vine­ 
yards. 
We present this tim e the grape 
and its product, that is to say. grapes pre­ 
served in pickle, the raisin and the wine 
varieties. 
We present raisins, dried grapes, 
wine, wine jeliy, and in short the entire 
ronnd of grape products. The Eastern vis­ 
itor who visits the car may he a fruit­ 
grower, one who is fam iliar with the culti­ 
vation of apples. 
H e has an apple orchard; 
he knows something about it; he has some 
few varieties. 
He know9 that California 
lu s apples, and the Siate would be discred­ 
ited iu his estimation unless we exhibited 
to him the intelligence of our fruit-grow­ 
ers; we know that he is up wiih the times, 
that he is growing the most approved and 
economic varieties. 
W e therefore send 
wiih the car sixteen varieties ; f apples. 
One m ight naturally suppose that if we 
sent one or two fine varieties of apples 
that 
would be all 
that was required. 
buT 
you cannot 
put 
an 
exhibition 
before 
the 
world 
and 
divorce 
it 
from 
the assumption 
that 
yon 
are 
exhibiting everything that you produce. 
The omissions from the exhibition are 
charged against you a? an evidence of lack 
of capacity. 
Ail exhibitions heretoiote 
collected have lacked sym m etry. 
We are 
now attem pting to exhibit the wide range 
of climatic possibility. The two exhibi­ 
tion cars we wiil sem l'w ill exhibit a cli­ 
matic capacity equal to the entire face of 
Europe. 
We will present objects of culti­ 
vation comprising all objects of cultiva­ 
tion in Italy, Spain. Portugal, France, Ger­ 
m any, Sweden and Norway. Thus we 
will vindicate the claim, which is justly 
made for California, that its climatic possi­ 
bilities are equal to the combined resources 
of the U nite i States or of Europe. 
In fact, 
iucludiug citrus uroducts, we express the 
eapablities of climate, beginning 
awav 
down toward the equator and extending 
up as far north as field culture has proven 
profitable.” 
“Do yon think any real good is accom­ 
plished by these exhibitions?” asked the 
reporter. 
"Ob, yes, a vast am ount of good is ac­ 
complished. These exhibitions are doing 
a work that m ust be done for this State. 
They are justifying to the comprehension 
of the people of the East the superior 
economic advantage of a great diversity of 
agriculture and horticulture. 
W hen we 
exhibit all the cereals, all the forage grasses 
and all the hay grasses of the temperate 
zone, w ith m any that cannot be produced 
in that zone, we place ourselves as a farm ­ 
ing country on an equality w ith the great 
belt of N orthern Staies. W hen we exhibit 
the products of more- tem perate latitudes, 
we combine the capabilities and possibil­ 
ities of that belt of country embracing Ten­ 
nessee, North Carolina and South Carolina. 
W hen we exhibit citrus fruits, cotton and 
sugar, we prove our capacity for the pro­ 
duction of the products of Cuba, Louisiana, 
Alabama, etc.” 
"B ut are not all these things thoroughly 
well known to the people at the East al­ 
ready?” was the reporter’s inquiry. 
“ By no means. 
It is assumed by a great 
m any that California is the best advertised 
coantry in the world. The contrary of this 
is true. 
The tourists who have visited 
California in great num bers carry away 
w ith them m any erroneous impressions. 
W hat does a tourist see when he comes 
here anyhow? Suppose he comes by way 
of Ogden. 
H e goes over the Sierra Ne­ 
vadas in thenight; he reaches San Francisco 
early in the morning: he takes quarters at 
the Palace Hotel; he visits the Park and Cliff 
House, and looks at the seals; he perhaps 
goes to Hotel Del Monte on Saturday, and 
rem ains over Mondav; on Monday he starts 
for Los Angeles or Portland, and returns 
East either by the southern or northern 
route. The next you hear of him he has 
accepted invitations to lecture on the sub­ 
ject of California. H is preparations for 
the lecture field is quite complete, especially 
if he has taken in the Yosemite on his way 
to Los Angeles. 
He now kDows all about 
the industrial, social and economic aspects 
of California. 
H e has m ade inquiries of 
the train-boy and car-porter. 
H e has m et 
a few citizens of the State and a few ac­ 
quaintances. 
Among bis inquires ha3 
been, W hat is the price of land ? 
H e is in ­ 
formed that good land in California may be 
purchased for from $40 to $250 an acre. The 
next answer he receives from the same in­ 
quiry is that no good land can be had in 
California for less than $250 an acre. If he 
has met a citizen from some of the well-de­ 
veloped fruit districts he is informed that 
good land will bring $1,000 an acre. 
If he 
has inquired of a real estate agent he is in­ 
formed that there is just as good land left 
in Calif trnia as that under cultivation, 
which m ay be had for $10 an acre, and the 
accommodating agent is agent for the sale 
of the property. 
Im m ediately after he has 
m etach izen who is not interested in the 
sale of the land, and he has cautioned him 
against taking stock in such statem ents. If 
he has been dilig-nt enough to m ake inquiry 
of the owner ol a piece of leDd tiiat is 
really first-class land, first-class w ith refer­ 
ence to intrinsic fertility, and lying under 
favorable conditions near a growing com­ 
m unity or a thriving town, as. for example, 
W oodland. Sacramento, San Jose or Fresno, 
he ascertains that first-class agricultural 
land is held from $150 to $250 an acre. 
Among the auditors he will draw in the 
Eastern States on the snbj-ct, we will as­ 
sum e that there is one who owns 1,000 
acres in Michigan, Illinois or Ohio. This 
auditor has five sons. 
H e has always con­ 
tem plated a division of his property into 
five parts of 200 acres each. 
Tue price at 
hom e is $50 au acre—th at is, he can sell his 
1,000 for $50.000. A little m ental calcula­ 
tion will convince him that this $50,000 is 
convertible into 200 acres of really first- 
class land in California, according to the 
information conveyed by the lecturer, and 
that the distribution of this 200 acres 
among his five sons will give them 40 acres 
each. 
The passion for land-owning is very 
peculiar. There is a traditional sense of 
dignity in landlordism . There are many 
men who purchase worthless acres that an 
aggregate of acres may be attached to their 
names. 
For agricultural purposes, the 
uni: of value should be a unit of fertility. 
W hen real estate is used as space on the 
surface of the earth merely for commercial 
purposes, there the unit of value should be 
determined by some unit of area. 
The 
hard-headed term er knows this, and if he 
owns his land, he soon acquires the greed 
for land ownership, and he, too, sooner or 
later, will purchase acres for the grandeur 
of acreage alone. 
“I am trying to say to you that there is a 
sentim ent about these things which is very 
hard to break down. We had an experi­ 
ence of a parallel sentim ent in California 
during the war, and the reconstructive pe­ 
riod immediately preceding the resum ption 
of specie pavmentí The prem ium on gold 
went to 250; the quotable value of green­ 
backs was 40 cents on the dollar. Califor­ 
nia adhered to the gold standard. Ail the 
other States of the Union acquiesced in 
the legal tender provision of the Act au­ 
thorizing the issuance of currency redeem­ 
able by the Government. The people of 
the East purchased and paid tor their pur­ 
g a s e s with greenbacks; we in California 
purchased and paid iorin gold. There wa3 
a class of economists who contended and 


still contend that we lost nothing by that 
procedure. 
I am not proposing to open 
th at com rovtrsy in this conversation, but 
I am going to show you that it did operate 
n t only to prevent im m igration to Califor­ 
nia, but to decimate her population. There 
were m any objects of hum an desire which 
bore the same price in the gold and green­ 
back sections of the coantry ; for example, 
a theater ticket was the same, cigars, beer, 
whisky and all am usem ents and adm is­ 
sions to amusem ents, street-car fare, post­ 
age stamps and a great m any other quite 
inconsiderable 
things, were 
the 
same 
w hether you paid for them with green­ 
backs or with gold. It is also well estab­ 
lished now that there was but very little 
difference between the cost of a suit of 
clothes in the two sections, notw ithstand­ 
ing the purchasing power of gold was as­ 
sumed to be two and a half times greater 
than the purchasing power of greenbacks. 
The result to the common laboring classes 
was about the same. 
“ Now, suppose two brothers, one resid­ 
ing in Ohio w ith $10,000 in greenbacks, 
and the other in California with $10,000 in 
gold; the Ohio party proposes to em i­ 
grate to California, anti converts his availa­ 
ble fortuireinto the currency of the coun­ 
try to which he emigrates. 
He starts in 
California with $4,000 in gold. The other 
proposes to leave California for Ohio, and 
starts with his $10 000 iu gold and arrives 
in Ohio with $25,000 in the circulating 
m edium of that country. To the masses 
of men no am ount cf persuasion couid be 
effective in the way of convincing these 
two people that the one had not gained 
$15,000. and the other had not los: $6,'A 0. 
There was a sentim ent about the posses­ 
sion of $25 000, which was quite sufficient 
to induce the Californian to take his $10,­ 
000 and convert i: into that volum e; he 
felt to he worth $25,000 by the operation; 
he was quotable as a $25 000 individual, 
and if he held on to his $25,000 in green­ 
backs up to the period of the resum ption 
of specie paym ent the purchasing power 
of the greenbacks would eventually have 
equaled the purchasing power o: the gold. 
Tnere was an indefinable faith in the 
m inds t f all Americans, that the recuper­ 
ative power of this country was -reat 
enough to eventually redeem in gold all 
the obligations of the Government, includ­ 
ing ihe entire war debt, which also in­ 
cluded ihe greenback issue. 
But leaving 
all the cons.derations of the relative pur­ 
chasing power of the two species of cir­ 
culating m edium brought into compari­ 
son, you have still rem aining that diffi­ 
cult thing to handle, the question of sen­ 
tim ent. 
A man w ruld prefer for the sen­ 
tim ental reason elono to have a fortune 
rated at $25.000 in a country where his 
m oney was taken apparently w ithout dis­ 
count in exchange for the necessities of 
life, even though the actual purchasing 
ptw er of his 
f.riuue was not greater 
than 
the 
$10,000 
exchanged 
lor it, 
and 
the 
reverse 
of this 
was tru e; 
there was an insurm ountable sentim ent 
which forbade the man with a fortune of 
$10,000 tn greenbacks going into a country 
where $0,000 of it m ust at once be dis­ 
counted. The most astute political econo­ 
mist in the world couid not convince that 
fellow that he had not lost $6,000 by mov­ 
ing ; he had lost it in feeling ; he had lost 
it in sentim ent. 
H e stood anroDg his fel­ 
lows in Ohio as a man worth $10,000 ; 
he 
stood among his fellow-men in California 
rated at $4,000. 
The point Í3 that dollars 
are dollars iu th e common estimale, und 
likewise acres are acres, and Ihe m an hav­ 
ing 1,000 acres of tillable fertile land, pro­ 
ducing a competency for him self and his 
family, and convertible into $50,000, has a 
sentim ent against converting the proceeds 
of the sale into 200 acres elsewhere. 
"The truth is that good land can be pur­ 
chased in California fir from $60 to $75 au 
acre, just as coed land as the party sold for 
$50 per acre in the Eastern States. 
There 
are choice lands in California which will 
not sell for less than $150 to $250 an acre ; 
and they will not sell for less tnan that to 
anybody, because our own people are will­ 
ing to pay it. and because the present hold­ 
ers are not willing to part w ith them for 
even that price. 
It is no use to talk about 
lands becoming cheaper in California ; they 
will not become cheaper. Our own people 
will not part with them ; they know their 
value ; they are holding what they have, 
and will buy more. I am persuaded that 
in some counties of the State the sales of 
the last five years have augmented the aver­ 
age of the holdings rather than diminished 
them . The inherent tendency is to aug­ 
m ent the average acreage of individual 
holdings in this State, and the lands are 
held at the prices asked for them because 
they have justified that valuation, and be­ 
cause the quotation is not a fiction as to 
their value. They are not overrated, and 
the proof of it is that their owners, who 
know their history, and have had experi­ 
ence in their cultivation, will not take less. 
“Now, in very truth, for all purposes to 
which land is devoted, the best lands in 
California are worth five times as much as 
the best lands in Iowa. Illinois, indiana or 
Ohio. This is capable of demonstration. 
If there was any way of m aking a test, or 
instituting an inquiry into the results of 
agricultural operations projected upon the 
very choicest piece of land that can be 
found in the Mississippi valley north of the 
m outh of the Ohio, and the choicest piece 
of land under cultivation in California, the 
rem it would show that the California land 
would beat the Eastern land more than five 
to one. The value of laud devoted to agri­ 
culture is determined by its net product as 
an annual income. 
Land will always have 
a value beyond the interest rate of money, 
because of the security of the investment. 
“Suppose the Govérnmeut should issue 
to-morrow one hundred or five hundred 
m illion of bonds, agreeing not to call them 
in for thirty years, and bearing three p tr 
cent, interest, they would go on to the 
m arket at tw enty per cent, prem ium , that 
is, each bond for one hundred dollars would 
sell for one hundred and twenty dollars, be­ 
cause there was a certain income of three 
per cent, for thirty years, and because the 
securitv would be absolute. Now an acre 
of land, which after paying the cost of its 
cultivation and preserving its fertility, wilt 
yield three dollars an acre, ought to he 
w orth as much as a Government bond; the 
security is as absolute, and the tim e inde 
term inate 
But an acre of land intelii- 
j gently cultivated in California will produce 
more than three dollars an acre, more than . 
ten dollars, more than twenty dolíais. Cul­ 
tivated up to the lim it afforded by the cli­ 
mate, and the diversity of agriculture made 
possible under our climatic conditions, an 
acre will produce twenty dollars profit. 
Most Californians would regard this as an 
extremely m oderate statement. But what 
do vou suppose the bond of the Govern­ 
m ent would he worth bearing twenty per 
cent, interest? It would be worth a pre­ 
m ium of at least 150 per cent.” 
“ How does ‘California on W heels' con­ 
vince the people of the superior valne of 
our lands?” 
' 
“ By showing the diversity of onr field 
culture. The value of land is determined 
by the value of its product. A profit of $2 
an acre is all the corn raiser can expect. A 
profit of $5 an acre is beyond the expecta­ 
tion of the wheat raiser; but a profit of 
$100 an acre is not in excess of the reason­ 
able expectations of the fruit grower. 
Be­ 
sides the cost of cultivating declines with 
the rise of clemency. The absence of sum ­ 
m er storms and wintry tempests is of itself 
an economic value as absolme and hard­ 
headed as arithm etic. The sentim entalists 
dilate upon the beauty of our climate, bat 
there is som ething more than sentim n t 
about it; it has an absolute economic vatue. 
W ith us spring comes at the end of harvest. 
W e have practically but two seasons—the 
season ot cultivation and the season of 
harvest. O ar soil is therefore in a state of 
constant, unrem itting productiveness. Ac­ 
companying our exhibit of ‘California on 
W heels’ we give the dates at which the 
various articles are harvested, including 
garden stuffs. 
W e show harvest to be al­ 
most a perpetual season in this State. 
W hen we present the Eastern spectator 
with a great diversity of products, the culti­ 
vation and harvesting of which moves 
round with the year, we bring to his m ind 
a realization of his productive capacity.

• which could be offered for a personal visit 
to this State,”

LESSONS FROM OUR VISITORS. 


The people of Sacramento can congratu­ 
late themselves upon one thing—they have 
won the esteem of the members of the Na­ 
tional Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, now 
in session in this eitv, for their abstinence 
from disparaging criticism of other sec­ 
tions of the State. 
W e are inclined to be­ 
lieve that such is now the habit of the 
people of the Capital city, and that they 
have cause to be proud of the fact, since if 
ever any community had reason to feel un­ 
friendly to other communities, that of Sac­ 
ramento has had provocation sufficient to 
justify retaliation upon almost every other 
section of California. 
For the fact is, and 
it.is one not pleasant to contemplate, that 
the City of the Plains, like most Capitals, 
is one of the most abused, and with the 
least of reason. 
The occasion of these re­ 
marks is the expressed testimony of one of 
the keenest witted and most observant of 
the delegates in the city at this time, a 
man who has traveled much, and has twice 
before this trip visited California. 
Speak­ 
ing in a group of delegates, who expressed 
concurrence, he said, in substance: “ I am 
especially pleased with your people, be 
cause they have not offended good taste by 
decrying other sections of the State. They 
have not, with us, dealt in detraction of 
rival cities or communities; they have 
talked California to us a great deal more 
than they have Sacramento. 
This has 
been very gratifying to us. 
Some of our 
people have visited California before, and 
at a time when the several sections of your 
State seemed to be engaged in the task of 
pulling each other down. 
It never pleases 
sensible people, and with thinking men 
discredits the statements made and de­ 
tracts from even such commendation as is 
given. 
We have had nothing of this in 
Sacramento, and you cannot realize, proba­ 
bly, how much the fact has impressed us 
in your favor. 
Americans are lovers of 
fair play, and above all things, distrust 
men who strive to raise by treading on 
other people.” 
There is no necessity for much com­ 
mentary upon these frankly spoken words. 
It is true, as the speaker referred to said, 
that the people 
of 
Sacramento have 
learned the folly of assailing other sec­ 
tions; they never did indulge in it to any 
great exten t; they have been “for” Cali­ 
fornia as a whole first, and for every part 
and parcel of the State, and for Sacra­ 
mento next. 
Probably the fact that Sac­ 
ramento is the Capital City, has influenced 
them in the matter greatly, but it is due 
also to the bitter injustice that has been 
done the city and its vicinity, by ether 
sections in time past, and which has taught 
our people the cruelty and the impolicy of 
assailing other localities. 
But while the 
quoted remarks are flattering, we might 
learn a valuable lesson in another direc­ 
tion, if our friends the Grangers would 
speak as frankly on another topic té the 
one to whom we have referred, for we need 
to learn that there is such a thing as being 
too loval to our State as advocates. 
We 
run to the extreme, and become offensive 
when in the presence of Eastern visitors 
we laud our heritage by harsh comparison 
with the homes of our guests. 
It is not to 
our credit to close their mouths by the 
laws of hospitality and then proceed to 
preach to them cf arctic rigors they are 
supposed to have left behind; to remind 
them that while the sun shines warm here 
and the springing grass and the ripening 
orange tell the story of our climate, they 
are in wonderful contrast to the sleet and 
the snow of winter at the East. 
W e who indulge in this sort of rhetor­ 
ical flourishing should remember that the 
love of home and birthplace is as strong 
with our Eastern visitors as with any peo­ 
ple ; that what we dislike in their winter is 
not without pleasures and compensations to 
them ; that the most unwise method of 
winning the favor of the Eastern visitor is 
to assail the home land he has left for a 
time. 
If he has a spark of loyalty in his 
composition he w ill resent these assaults 
and this indulgence in contrast. 
Let us 
remember that he is as shrewd, observant 
and wise as onr own people, and will draw 
as correct conclusions from his observations 
of California as would Californians in his 
home. 
There was just a tinge of sarcasm 
in one of the speeches by a guest from New 
Jersev at the social meeting in the Capitol 


on Thursday, when, after the assembly had | 
listened to much laudation of California, 


he exclaim ed: 
The eons of all the States in the Union came 
here years ago and assisted in building up this 
great and proud State of California, therefore 
we all feel a deep Interest In this cimmon- 
wealth, and feel that we are not strangers. \Ne 
on the Atlantic shores, like yourselves, culti­ 
vate fruits. We have our m ountains and hills, 
our valleys and p.ains, where dwell millions oi 
happy husbandmen. 
W e may praise our State, and present its 
claims as strongly as we choose, and none 
will take offense; but we submit that it is 
unnecessary and discourteous, when our 
Eastern friends assemble at our firesides, 
to seek to strengthen the colors of the 
picture we paint of our blessings by re­ 
minding them of what we deem the dis­ 
comforts of their homes. 
W hatever they 
may be, they are well able to under­ 
stand them, and to draw such contrasts as 
are justifiable. 


BAD GOVERNMENT IN CALIFORNIA. 


From the inauguration of Governor 
Stoneman to the present date, California 
has seen the worst government of its entire 
history. 
W ithin the past two years, the 
State Government has demanded of the 
people of California four million dollars in 
excess of the actual necessities of govern­ 
ment. 
These four millions represent noth­ 
ing less than venality and corruption; they 
represent incompetency as well. 
But it 
should be understood from now henceforth 
that every person responsible, directly or 
indirectly, for the present condition of 
things, has no hope of again being trusted 
in any position. 
No member of the last 
Legislature should aspire to any public 
position, either the Governor, Congress­ 
men. member of the Legislature, or even 
county office, unless he can prove clearly 
that he is not to be chargeable with the 
extravagances which disgraced the last 


session. 
Commenting on this very condition of 
affairs, the Alta says: “For the t hirty-ninth 
and fortieth fiscal years, our State taxes 
amounted to $9,839,000, or $4,919,000 a 
year. 
For the forty-first and forty-second 
fiscal years the appropriations made by 
the last Legislature were $12,-534,010, or 
$0,207,000 per year, being an annual in­ 
crease of $1,347,505 per year.” 
The paper 
quoted then nroceeds to show that this is 
a tax of $5 per capita, and also shows that 
Mexico maintains a standing army of 
40,000 soldiers, and administers a Govern­ 
ment over ten times the territorial area of 
California, and does this with a per capita 
tax of $2 80. 
The Bulletin shows that the last two 
years of government in this State has in­ 
creased the taxes by 45 per cent., and this 
without any real necessity. 
A t the same 
time it should be remembered that the 
real and personal property of California is 
valued much higher than that of either 
Missouri or Illinois, both of which States 
have nearly double our population. 
As 
land vaiues are forever proportioned to the 
density of population, and as personal 
property augments with the augmentation 
of population, it follows that the tax rate 
in California, on a reasonable valuation, is 
nearly double the apparent rate. 
This 
makes taxation in California nearly four 
times as heavy as in Illinois or Missouri. 
After commenting upon this, the Bulle­ 
tin says: “ This thing of taking $3,000,000 
out of 1,250,000 of people a year, beyond 
the average or what was really necessary, 
is sure to register its bad effects some­ 
where. 
Prosperous as California is, it can­ 
not afford to throw away $3,000,000 in the 
course of twelve months.” 
Taxation in California, instead of de­ 
creasing with the growth of the State, is 
continually increasing. 
Government in 
this State has fallen into the hands of pro- 
sessional place-hunters and small-beer poli 
ticians, and the very best effort to secure 
a reinforcement of our industrial popula­ 
tion here will be neutralized and thwarted 
unless the people rise and take the gov­ 
ernment out of the hands of the bosses 
and their tools. 
Let every candidate for 
public position this year he made to show 
that he is in no way responsible for the 
existing state of affairs; otherwise, let the 
people defeat him. 


THE 
THREE AMERICAS 
EXPOSITION, 


The people of the city of Washington, 
aided bv a number of publicists from other 
sections, some four years ago originated 
the scheme for holding in Washington, in 
the year 1S92, an exposition of the pro­ 
ducts, industries, art, etc., of the three 
Americas. 
It was received everywhere 
with favor, and unless we are greatly in 
error, Congress gave it countenance, since 
it is a part of the scheme that it shall be­ 
come a permanent exhibit, and be an im­ 
portant factor in promoting trade relations 
between the States of the three Americas. 
The matter took hold upon public favor> 
and a Board of Promotion was formed, 
grounds selected and platted, and the plans 
for buildings drawn, engraved and sent 
abroad throughout the three continents. 
Suddenly a New York newspaper suggested 
that in that year a World’s Fair should 
be held in the United States. 
Other jour­ 
nals indorsed the suggestion, and at once a 
contest began among rival cities for the 
location of the proposed fair. 
W e had not 
supposed that the latter proposition would 
exclude the first, but it is now apparent 
that such is the intention, since it is feared 
that Congress will aid but one. 
If it 
comes to that, the Three Americas Expo­ 
sition should not go to the wall. 
In the 
first place, a good deal of money has already 
been expended in preparing for it, and if 
it is abandoned a heavy loss will fall upon 
worthy citizens ; in the second place, a per­ 
manent exhibition, such as is contem­ 
plated, will be of far greater value to the 
United States than a World’s Fair, that 
will be open for but a few months. 
What 
we especially need is closer trade relations 
with the States of the American contin­ 
ents, and the proposed Washington fair is 
intended solely to 
conserve that end. 
Moreover, the idea of a fair in 1892 was 
pre-empted, so to speak, by the Washing­ 
ton people, and it will be the hight of in­ 
justice to crowd them out of the way with 
nothing left them but to pay dearly for 
the public spirit they evinced by footing 
the bills already incurred. 
But if the 
World’s Fair people, who came in second 
in the matter of suggestion, will unite 
forces with the citizens of the National 
Capital, we can have a World’s Fair and 
a Three Americas Exposition in one. 
Or, 
if Congress can see its way clear to aiding 
both fairs, there is no reason why the 
double attraction should not hold forth 


in two cities to induce tourists to visit the 
country. 
The dictates of common justice, 
we repeat, forbid that the Three Americas 
Permanent Exposition should be sacrificed 
to what is, as yet, only the scheme of the 
newspapers and officials of two great cities 
of the Union. 
W e believe that both fairs 
can be held in 1892 and both succeed; 
that the nation can well assist both, and 
practice true economy by such action, but 
that under no circumstances should it dis­ 
approve of the Three Americas Exposi­ 
tion. 
W e publish to-day in another col­ 
umn a history of the steps so far taken for 
the Three Americas Exposition, and the 
action of the National Grange upon the 
subject at three annual sessions. 


T h e news from Brazil this morning in­ 
dicates that a revolutionary movement 
has succeeded in overthrowing the mon­ 
archy and establishing a republic. 
It will 
be well to withhold judgment until the 
advices are confirmed. 
But it has been 
understood for two years past that the 
country was ripe for such a movement. 
Not that there has been any ill feeling 
towards the Emperor Dom Pedro; on the 
contrary, he is beloved by the people. 
But he is old and the revolutionists have 
probably resolved not to await his death, 
since it would be more difficult to deal 
with his successor. 
The Emperor has 
been a democratic sort of a monarch for 
some years, his humanity, liberality and 
broad views taking him out of the category 
of monarchs who are removed afar from 
the people. 
The abolition of slavery in 
188S was not only to his liking, but he 
considered it a triumph of his reign, and 
it certainly entitles his administration to 
rank among the great humanitarian move 
ments of the world.

OUGHLY INVESTIGATED. 


O fficer H a r r is T e lls H is O w n S to ry —T h e 


M en F o llo w th e C h ieF a I n ­ 


s tru c tio n s . 


A t the conclusion of the session of the 
Police Court yesterday m orning the Police 
Commissioners resumed the investigation 
into the alleged misconduct of officers H ar­ 
ris and Cunningham . 
T he defense continued their testim ony 
by calling to the stand Marie Morette, the 
woman called “Blondinette.” 
She testi­ 
fied that she never had intim ate relations 
w ith either H arris or Cunningham , or that 
she had ever given them m oney at any 
tim e or under auy circumstances. 
She 
was treated in the sam e strict m anner as 
the other women had been. She had testi­ 
fied against Langlois, and on the night of 
the day of his conviction her sister, “Bru­ 
nette,” and another girl w ent to Frank's 
saloon and had several drinks. She as­ 
serted positively that neither of the accused 
officers were present in the saloon. 
The 
wife of Langlois swore that day that she 
would get even on witness and her sister. 
Mr. Jones questioned the witness in re­ 
gard to the visit of officers H arris and Har- 
vev to her sister’s house, and she said the 
officers had called on her for the purpose 
of investigating the attem pt of a m an to 
pass a bogus $20 piece on her. 
W hile in 
the house she asked the officers to have a 
drink. 
Harvey rem arked that he would 
have whisky in his. 
W itness suggested 
th at they drink a bottle of wine, to which 
there was no objection. H arris picked up 
her purse, which she swore positively con­ 
tained but $3 50. H arris also handled a 
purse belonging to her sister, which con­ 
tained $90. 
W hen she returned with the 
wine her purse, with all the money in it, 
was in the same position as when she left 
it. Officer H arris counted out the money 
in her sister’s purse, to show the latter that 
it was all there. 
After the wine - was dis­ 
posed of the officers left. The witness 
swore that neither at that tim e nor at any 
other did she ofler to give H arris any 
m oney whatsoever. 
She was not questioned by the prosecu­ 
tion. 
The next witness was officer H arris. 
He 
testified that previous to joining the police 
force he was a spike-m aker in the railroad 
shops. H e had been patroling the up town 
beats for the past two m onths. 
He had 
never asked anyone on his beat for money, 
and had never received a dollar, but had 
been offered money, which he refused. He 
denied stoutly having been intim ate with 
“ Blondinette.” 
H e had endeavored to 
strictly enforce the ordinance governing 
this class of women. 
W ith officer Crump 
he ¡went to the Donovan lodging-house, 
where he found Bailey sm oking opium, 
and ordered him to leave town. The next 
tim e he saw Bailey was one night when an 
Italian was stabbed in an alley, and he bad 
volunteered to accompany the officer in the 
search for the knife-wielder. 
H arris ad­ 
m ired Bailey’s courage on this occasion, 
and for the assistance he rendered hedid not 
insist on Bailey leaving town. H e never 
gave the officer a cent, nor promised that he 
would. 
Furtherm ore, H arris said no per­ 
son paid him money to allow Bailey to re­ 
m ain in thecitv. LizzieBelm ontentertained 
ill-feeling against him because, at the di­ 
rection of Chief Lee, he had forced her 
lover, Jackson, to leave town. 
H e had 
sworn to the complaint charging Langlois 
w ith vagrancy, and because he did so he 
had heard that Langlois’ wife and other 
women made threats that they would get 
even. 
At the direction of the Chief, officer 
Cunningham and him self ordered Madame 
Gaston to leave town. 
Whpn H arris saw 
her again she had taken legal advice, and 
would not leave. The officer reported this 
to the Chief, and the latter directed that 
notes be made of this house, so that when 
her arrest followed a good case could be 
m ade. The officer said he had never made 
any overtures for money to this woman. 
H arris next related w hat took place at 
Brunette’s” house when officer Harvey 
was with him . 
W hile they were walking 
away from the house Harvey said to H ar­ 
ris that he had to stand his landlady oil for 
room rent. H e also said that he Pad not 
m oney enough to get a shave. H arris 
then gave him $2 50. The latter denied 
having rem arked to Harvey at the tim e 
that it was an easy way to m ake $5 50 and 
a ¡bottle [of wine. 
Ih e officer next told 
the Commissioners that in last August he 
Sold his tim e for five m onths. During the 
fair he won $400 on the races. Since that 
tim e he has always had money. 
He had 
never said to his wife that he would rather 
be on the down town beat because of the 
m oney that could be made. The officer 
said th at Jam es Barron wss one of the pi r- 
ties who instigated these charges against 
him . The first that the officer had heard 
that Harvey would testify as he did was iu 
the room adjoining the Court-room last 
W ednesday. 
Harvey was then told by the 
women "B ’ondette” and “B runette” that 
he would be testifying to a lie. 
H arris 
then rem inded Harvey of the fact that the 
latter had often said to him that there was 
nothing in the charges, and also that he 
would not believe an L-street woman on 
oath. 
City A ttorney Church had but few ques­ 
tions to ask, which did not shake the 
officer’s testimony. 
A t noon a recess was taken until 1:30 
o’clock. 
A t the afternoon session the defense 
called Madame Gaston. 
W itness, in reply 
to a question, said she had m oney depos­ 
ited in D. O. Mills’ bank, in her real name, 
as Lizzie Baudin. 
Officer Crump testified th at one after­ 
noon officer H arris told him he wanted to 
see Frank Bailey, as he believed there was 
opium sm oking going on there. 
H arris 
told Bailey to come down stairs, where he 
told him the Chief had ordered that ali of 
his kind m ust be driven out of town. 
Bailey said he was sick and couldn’t five 
in Sau Francisco, and wanted to see the 
Chief. 
H arris then told him he m ight see 
the Chief about it. There was no arrest 
made, and nothing was said of money, one 
way or another. 
To M ayor Gregory witness said that 
neither H arris nor him self was on dntv at 
th at tim e, and the place where Bailey 
lived was not on the beat of either. 
The Mayor said he would endeavor to 
have au explanation of such an act as 
officers going off their beats for such pur­ 
poses, and especially when not on duty. 
To Mr. Jones witness said he considered 
it his duty as an officer to investigate any 
alleged infraction of the law at ali times 
and in all places, regardless of the lim its of 
his beat or w hether or not he was on duty 
at the time. 
T he Mayor called officer Agner and 
asked him if he had been consulted at any 
tim e by other officers relative to Bailey or 
other persons on his beat. 
Agner replied 
th at H arris had spoken to him about some 
opium fiends in the Donovan bnilding, bnt 
was not informed by H arris or other officers 
of the intended visit to Bailey. Hegenerally 
confined him self to his own beat, unless 
specially directed to do otherwise. 
Chief Lee rem arked that he had in ­ 
structed all officers to familiarize themselves 
w ith the haunts of vagrants, thieves and 
opium fiends at any and all times. As a 
m atter of fact, the officers are on duty, in 
one sense, at all times. 
T he Mayor severely criticised the acts of 
officers in going on "beats other than their 
own, when not on duty, w ithout the con­ 
sent of the officer on snch beat. 
Chief Lee said they m ust do so in order 
to get sufficient evidence to convict He 
had instructed his m en to do so, and 
w anted it done. 
To Mr. Jones Chief Lee stated that he 
had given officer H arris orders not to arrest 
any persons nntil he had secured sufficient 
evidence to convict them . The officer had 
consulted him about the Gaston house and 
the inmates thereof. 
. 
The prosecution recalled 
Mrs. Bailey 
and asked her if she knew George Boly and 
Joe W inkler. She said she knew them by 
sight. 
Mr. Church asked her if she had told 
either of them th at she had given $35 to 
officer H arris to perm it Bailey to rem ain 
in this city during fair time. 
W itness replied that she had m ade a 
statem ent regarding an occurrence in Los 


Angeles, bnt never said she had paid any 
money to any Sacramento officer. 
Joseph W inkler was then called. 
He 
testified that daring the first week of the 
fair she stated to him that she had paid 
two officers $35 to be allowed to stay in the 
city until after the fair. She did not say to 
whom the money was paid, and witness 
did not ask her, as it was none of his busi­ 
ness. 
To Mr. Jones witness said he did not 
hear Mrs. Bailey say anything about Los 
Angeles. 
H e was asked who lived at 303 
L street, and he said he objected to answer­ 
ing the question. 
He was asked if he did not live with a 
woman there, and he refused to answer. 
H e denied that, because he was a French­ 
m an. he entertained an enm ity toward offi­ 
cer H arris because the latterhad prosecuted 
some of the L-street Frenchm en. 
Joseph Boly, a companion of the last 
witness, testified that he and W inkler vis­ 
ited Mrs. Bailey during the fair and she said 
she had paid $35 to two policemen to per­ 
m it her to stay here during the fair. She 
did not m ention the nam es of any officers, 
and did not speak of her husband having 
been arrested. 
Mr. JoDes recalled officer H arris to the 
stand, and he testified that during the fair 
he was not on the downtown beat, bnt was 
on duty at the Pavilion at night. 
He did 
not order Mrs Bailey out of town. 
Officer Cnnningham testified that he had 
never ordered Mrs. Bailey to leave the city, 
and never knew her until he snbpenaed 
her in this case. 
Mrs. Bailey was recalled and said she was 
arrested before the fair by officer Ash, and 
forfeited $5 for her non-appearance in Court. 
No officer ordered her to leave the city, and 
she paid no officer any money to be al­ 
lowed to stay. 
To the Mayor she positively denied hav­ 
ing told Boly and W inkler that she had 
paid any money to officers for the privilege 
of rem aining during the fair. H er inter­ 
view with these men was before the fair. 
Officer Harvey was recalled by the Com­ 
mission and repeated his former statem ent 
of what passed between him self and officer 
H arris alter leaving a certain house on L 
street one night. 
H e said he had told Mr. 
H arris he would not volunteer any testi­ 
mony against him , but would answer any 
quesiions asked of him. 
Witness said, in reply to Mr. Church, 
that an outside partv, not interested in this 
case, had suggested to him that he had 
better go siow, as the Grand Ju ry m ight 
get hGld of the m atter, and it perhaps 
would not do him any good; that he m ight 
get into trouble. 
To Mr. Jones witness said that on last 
Tuesday a women went into a bank at 
Fourth and J streets, and on coming out 
paid him some money for a fine. 
He was 
told oy officer Farrell to collect it, and 
paid it to him . 
The testim ony was closed at 4:30 p. m. 
Commissioner Buckley related the facts 
concerning his interview with officer H ar­ 
vey, when the latter consulted him in re­ 
gard to the $2 50 which officer H arris had 
given him, and he advised him to deposit 
the money w ith the Clerk of the jail. 
Argum ents in the case were continued 
until Monday afternoon, to w hich tim e the 
Commission adjourned. 


GREAT BALL EXPECTED. 


E x c ite m e n t O v e r th e C h a rity G a m e T h is 
A fte rn o o n . 
8ociety is on the tip-toe of expectancy 
over the great charity game of baseball 
which is to take place this afternoon at 
Snowflake Park, and the indications are 
that an imm ense crowd will witness the 
exhibition.

Cavalry Baptist Church was crowded 
again last evening, another illustrated lec­ 
ture on the H oly Land by Rev. A. C. H er­ 
rick being the attraction. 
As a prelude to his lecture, Dr. H er­ 
rick first gave a brief history of Chrism 
pher Columbus and the Pilgrim Fathers, 
accompanied by some excellent pictures 
from the stereopticon. The new m onu­ 
m ent dedicated in August last at Plym outh, 
Mass., to Columbus was shown for the first 
tim e by a stereopticon in the United States. 
The speaker then went over briefly the fa­ 
m iliar history of the trials and tribulations 
of Columbus before Queen Isabella finally 
fitted him out for his trip across the Pacific. 
Pictures of the D. O. Mills statue in the 
Capitol and of the Capitol itself wereshown 
during the recita!. 
The next picture shown was a beautiful 
representation of landing of the Pilgrim 
Fathers at Plym outh Rock. 
The speaker 
referred feelingly to the hardships borne by 
these seekers for freedom. The magnificen t 
m onum ent which now covers Plym outh 
Rock to m ark the historical spot was 
shown. 
It is of the finest granite and con­ 
tains the bones of some of tne Pilgrims who 
perished shortly after the arrival of the 
Mayflower. 
From Plym outh the lecturer took the 
audience suddenly with him to the Holy 
Land, which, he said, is about equal in size 
to Sacramento connty. 
A trip from Je ru ­ 
salem to the Dead Sea was undertaken, and 
the audience found it full of interest. 
Pass­ 
ing out of St. Stephen’s gate they traversed 
the terrible wilderness ot Judea, rough and 
rocky as it was, and also the plains of 
Jericho. They were accompanied by a guide 
or “protector,'’ who was supposed to pos­ 
sess the power of staving off the ravages of 
the thieving natives. “ You m ightbe travel­ 
ing through the Holy Land,” interrupted 
the speaker, “ bat y .u will not find the 
people there very holy. They wait for 
tourists, and if they catch them asleep, 
they will rob them of everything movable, 
including their horses and provisions." 
The river of Jordan—“the crookedest river 
w hat is,” as a writer of the thirteenth 
century put it, was reached, and its course 
followed to the Dead Sea. 
The water 
of Jordan 
is delicious. 
and 
a 
rich 
vegetation 
lines 
the 
banks. 
A 
brief 
halt was 
made 
at 
the 
spot where 
the priests take their annual plunges. 
The 
Dead sea, 2,500 feet below the level of the 
M editerranean sea, presented an inlerest- 
iag sight. Its waters were exceedingly blue 
and inviting, but the fact that for miles 
around it not a shrub could thrive exposed 
the deception. The ground for a consider­ 
able distance from the shore was composed 
of a salty incrustation which crackled and 
yielded to the hoofs of the pack-horses. 
It was sum m er tim e and imensely hot.

shore reached, a halt was made 
and

proposed 
a 
swim, but 
first 
cautioning the audi­ 
ence 
against

process. It was sim ply the salt which had 
adhered to the skin. 
A gallon of Dead Sea 
water will yield a quart of salt. It was for 
a long tim e believed that no anim al life 
could exist in the Dead Sea, but this has 
been proved not • so. Some of the very 
lowest forms do exist. The prevailing idea 
that birds which attem pt to fly across the 
sea fall dead into the water was aiso found 
to be a hallucination. 
From the Dead Sea, Jerusalem was again 
headed for, and after a rest, various excur­ 
sions were proposed and made to historical 
points. The M osqueon M ount Moriah, was 
visited. 
So was the famous 
Weeping 
Court, where the Jews congregate every 
Tuesday and weep for the day when Jeru­ 
salem will be restored; though the stone of 
which this court was built was quarried in 
the days of King Solomon, it stiii stands. 
Jacob’s well was journeyed to, and the 
travelers drank of its waters. The natives 
pointed out to them the identical stone 
upon which Jacob pillowed his head—it is 
about thirty five miles trom Jerusalem . 
The ancient town of Shecbem, where the 
Children of Israel came up from the Jo r­ 
dan three m illion strong, and held the 
greatest camp-meeting the sun ever shone 
npon, was inspected, and then beautiful 
Nazareth, surrounded by its eighteen or 
twenty hills—the home of Him who was 
the greatest friend of hum anity. 
Hours 
could have been spent in the magnificent 
and awe-inspiring ruins of the Temple of 
the Sun and the Temple of Jupiter, the 
architecture and designs of which are stud­ 
ied by the artists of to-day. 
From Jerusalem Dt. Herrick conducted 
his audienceto Athens for a brief inspection 
of the wondrous ruins of the Parthenon, 
and after they had feasted their eyes upon 
the magnificent and ponderous columns 
some m inutes, the scene suddenly van­ 
ished and in its place stood Sacramento’s 
famous rnins—Sutter’s Fort. 
“May the 
old bnilding be saved to us,” was all that 
the speaker said, and his audience ap­ 
plauded wildly-. 
This concluded the program m e which 
had been annonnced, but before dismissing 
the audience Dr. H errick, by request, re­ 
produced his celebrated view9 of the hor­ 
rors of the Johnstow n flood. 
Another lecture is announced for next 
Friday evening._____ 


VIEWING THE RIVER. 


S e n a to r H e a r s t’s a n d C o n g re ss m a n C ln- 
n ie -s T r ip —T h e y P r o m is e R e lie f. 
Senator George H earst, Congressman T. 
J. Clunie and a party consisting of H. 
W einstock, W . F. Knox, Jr.; JohnM aekay, 
Superintendent of H aggin's Rancho del 
Paso; Captain Dwyer, of the Sacramento 
Transportation Company, and a few others, 
left yesterday m orning for a tour of inspec­ 
tion up the Sacramento river on a steam 
launch which was kindly placed at their 
disposal by W . R. Hearst, editor of the Ex­ 
aminer and son of United States Senator 
Hearst. The day was a delightful one for 
the trip. The beantifnl launch steamed ofl 
at the rate eighteen knots an hour, under 
command of Captain Rogers, assisted by 
his crew of three men. 
Captain Dwyer pointed out the sandbars 
and the breaks in the river banks. 
Mr. 
Knox, who had traversed the river with a 
surveying party, was also fam iliar w ith ail 
the points of interest. 
Senator Hearst had been up and down 
the river several times in the fifties, and 
astonished all by his thorough knowledge 
of its condition then and now. 
H e had 
seen the river so clear that a pin dropped 
into the water could be distinctly seen at 
fifteen feet below the surface. H e also re­ 
marked the difference in the water in the 
Sacramento above end below where the 
Feather river debouches, and rem arked that 
it was a pity the debris could not come down 
without doing any damage, as it made rich 
alluvial soil. 
Tne Senator spoke of the large appro­ 
priations for other places, and of the fact 
that the Sacramento river, the great high­ 
way ot commerce of California, had been 
neglected. H e was satisfied that the river­ 
bed had filled up rapidly, bnt that w ithin 
the past three or four years it had been 
deepening its channels, and that with a 
comparatively sm all 
am ount of money 
placed in practical hands the river could be 
restored to its former condition, so that 
large vessels could be again seen at Sacra­ 
m ento city and m any miles farther inland. 
H e said that the people of the valley m ast 
not be too hard on the miners. They had 
come here first, and it was the m oney that 
they dug from the m ines that had saved 
the country. He hoped the General Gov­ 
ernm ent would take hold of the subject. 


to the end that nstice would be done the 
two 
great interests—m ining 
and agri­ 
culture. 
H e said we would meet with some diffi­ 
culty whenever an appropriation was asked 
for, as every Congressman who had a creek 
running through his State wanted the same 
am ount. 
The result was that the sum 
asked for became so great in the aggregate 
as to frighten the Representatives, and 
m any appropriations are stricken from the 
river and harbor bills every year. 
The 
people were becoming alarmed at the large 
sum s asked for. 
The restoration of the 
Sacramento river m eant great prosperity 
for the Sacramento valley and Sacramento 
city. 
The Senator, who had remained over for 
several days in this city at the special re­ 
quest of Congressman Clunie in order to 
made this excursion up the river, expressed 
the intention of m aking every possible ef­ 
fort at the coming session ot Congress to 
secare 
the 
necessary 
appropriation to 
greatly improve the condition of the Sac­ 
ram ento river. H e said ihat, with the aid 
of General Ciunie in the House—who is 
equally zealous to secure the passage of the 
desired measure, and whose ability and 
energy will prove an invaluable auxiliary 
—he expects to meet with success, and that 
the restoration of the river to its former 
usefulness m ay be looked for as au assur­ 
ance of the near future.

T he Pacific Rural Press, of San Francisco, 
has jast issued a National Grange edition 
of forty pages, handsom ely illustrated and 
filled with choice and interesting reading 
m atter. Am ong the illustrations are ex­ 
cellent portraits of the founders and princi­ 
pal officers of the N ational Grange and of 
the Past Masters of the State Grange; a 
view of the birth place of the Order in 
W ashington, D. C.; 
views of the E. B. 
Crocker A rt Gallery and School of Design, 
of this city; view of the exhibit of Amador 
county at the last California State Fair, and 
an excellent birdseye view of Sacramento 
(taken from one published sometime ago 
by the Recobd U nios). Among other in ­ 
teresting features of the excellent paper is 
the following article in regard to Sacra­ 
m ento : 
The assembling of the National Grange 
at Sacramento, the capital city of Califor­ 
nia, makes tim ely a reference to its history 
and growth. 
The city of Sacramento, the county seat 
ot Sacramento county and the capital of 
th e State of California, is situated on an ex­ 
tensive plain on the east bank of the Sac­ 
ram ento river, just south of its confluence 
with the Am erican river. 
Its ’latitude is 
38° 35' north, and longitude 121° 30' west. 
San Francisco and the Pacific Ocean are 
eighty-three miles distant by rail to the 
west, ar.d the base of the Sierra Nevada 
M ountains about tweenty miles to the east. 


HISTORICAL. 
A settlement existed here long before the 
cession of California to the U nited States. 
In 1839 John A. Suiter built a fort near the 
present site of the city, upon a large tract 
of land granted to him by the Mexican 
Government, This fort is still to be seen 
in the outskirts of the city. The grant to 
General Sutter covered a considerable por­ 
tion of the territory now occupied by the 
city, as well as a large area of laud adjacent 
thereto. 
A t the tim e cf the discovery of gold in 
1848 there was no such town as Sacra­ 
m ento. Two miles below, on the Sacra­ 
m ento river, a sm all town had been laid 
out under the nam e of Sutterville. but it 
had never prospered, the fort still being the 
center of trade and fife. In the fall of 1848. 
after the announcem ent of the finding of 
gold, when tbe m ining operations had com­ 
menced along the Cosumnes, American, 
Feather and Yuba rivers, a centrai depot 
for the sale and distribution of supplies to 
the miners became necessary. 
A suitable place was found in the pres­ 
ent site of the city. Mr. John A. Sutter, 
Jr., w ith the consent of Colonel Mason, 
comm anding a sm all detachm ent of United 
States troops in the neighborhood, pro­ 
cured the services of Lieutenant W illiam 
Tecumseh Sherm an as surveyor, to estab­ 
lish the street lines, corners, etc., of a 
new town. 
At this tim e Sacramento was the town 
nearest the m ountains, ana at the junction 
of roads running east and west between 
the Sierra Nevadas and San Francisco, and 
those running north and south through the 
valley of the Sacramento river. It was. 
consequently, the first town reached by the 
parties coming across the plains, m ost of 
which disbanded here. 
Being the only point from which most of 
the m ining districts of the day were readily 
accessible, it became tbe point of distribu­ 
tion of large am ounts of goods. Its popu­ 
lation was largely of the shifdng class inci­ 
dent to a m ining com m unity, who came 
and went as the reports of new discoveries 
of gold drew the crowd in one direction or 
another. Gradually its commercial inter­ 
ests fell into the hands of men who recog­ 
nized the value of the surrounding rich 
lands, watered by overflowing streams, and 
had faith in the development of the coun­ 
try, and growth of the young city, inde­ 
pendent of the m ining population. These 
m en founded m any of what are now the 
leading bouses of Sacramento, and to them 
are largely due the growth, wealth, and 
im portance of the city. 
The city rapidly grew in importance, and 
in 1854 was made the perm anent seat of 
the State Government. 
The population 
has increased, until it is now about 35,0X1. 
DESCRIPTIVE. 
The city is noted for its beauty. It is 
know n as the "City of the Plain.’’ from its 
situation, as the "Capital City" from its 
being the Capital of the State, and as the 
"City of Roses" from the abundance of 
beautiful trees, shrubs and flowers, espe­ 
cially roses, which adorn public and private 
grounds throughout the city. 
The streets are broad, straight and level. 
In the business districts they are paved 
w ith bowlders brought from near Folsom, 
and in the other portions of the city they 
are generally covered with gravel. 
Except 
im m ediately in the business center, the 
streets are alm ost uniform ly lined with 
beautiful shade trees. Nearly every resi­ 
dence, great or sm all, has some open 
ground about it, decorated with lawn, semi- 
tropical trees, ornam ental plants or flowers. 
T he m ild clim ate favors their growth, and 
they flourish most luxuriantly from one 
end of the year to the other. The views 
adowu the long vistas beneath the over­ 
arching branches, w ith m any handsome 
residences on either side, are very beautiful 
indeed. The buildings in the business por­ 
tion of the city are chiefly of brick, while 
the residences are almost uniform ly of 
wood. 
Many of the latter are imposing 
and beautiful. 
Most of them are built in 
the ornate Italian villa style, with beauti­ 
ful surroundings of lawn and shrubbery. 
The city enjoys the proud distinction of 
holding the second place among the cities 
of the United States for healthfulness, the 
first being accorded to A uburn, New York. 
F or thirty years the U 3 u ai records have 
been carefully kept, and the comparison 
w ith those of other cities shows this city to 
be as free from any form of disease of fatal 
character as any city in the Union, and 
m ore so than any other city in the State. 
Situated in the m idst of a valley devoted to 
farming, traversed by rivers which at times 
overflow their banks, m ild forms of m alaria 
prevail to some extent, but rarely become 
acute or severe. Epidemics ot any kind 
are entirely unknow n. This is tb eh a p p y 
result of good sewerage, good water and 
good climate. 


THE CAPITOL AND OTHEB PUBLIC INSTITU­ 
TIONS. 
The capital of California was perm a­ 
nently located at Sacramento February 25, 
1854, and in 1872 the present Capitol build­ 
ing was completed at a cost of about $3,­ 
000,000. 
The 
building 
is tbe 
finest 
in 
the 
State. 
In the Capitol 
Park 
are also the Exposition Pavilion of the 
State Agricultura! Society and the State 
Printing Office, in which are printed, in 
addition to the usual work for the State, 
the iext-books for use in the public schools. 
The State Agricultural Society has also an 
extensive park for the exhibition of stock, 
and one of the finest race tracks in the 
world. 
The State Fairs are usually held in 
September. The Masons and Odd Fellows 
have each imposing temples in which their 
Lodge-rooms are located. 
The United 
States Government has purchased a site for 
a Postoffice building, to be erected im m e­ 
diately, for which an appropriation of $100,­ 
000 has been made. The County Court­ 
house (formerly used for a Slate Capitol) 
cost $200,000, and a brick and iron H all of 
Records has recently been completed at a 
cost of $50,000. The County Hospital, built 
on the pavilion plan, can accommodate 175 
patients, and cost $75.000. 
There are in the city 27 hotels, 1 national 
and 3 commercial and savings bank, 3 
daily, 2 semi-weekly (German), 4 weekly 
newspapers and 
3 
m onthlies, 
and 17 
churches. 
The Catholic cathedral cost 
$250.000. 
I here are also 12 public school 
buildings, 3 colleges, 4 private schools and 1 
art school. 
T he State Library contains some 60,000 
volumes ; and the free public library of 
12,000 volumes is m aintained by a small 
city tax, and w ith the two-story building 
in "which it is contained, is the property of 
the city. The Order of Odd Fellows m ain­ 
tains a library of about 8,000 volumes. The 
Crocker Art Gallery is also the property of 


th ecity. It is a brick and iron bnilding. 
three stories high, and in it are contained 
some of the finest printings and statuary 
in the Union, together with an extensive 
cabinet of m inerals, the property of the 
State. 


T H E SACRAMENTO SCHOOL OF DESIGN. 
Among the attractions which will receive 
the attention of the G rarge visitors will be 
the E B. Crocker A rt Gallery and School 
of Design, which holds its sessions therein. 
As stated, the gallery is the property of 
the city of Sacramento, but the School of 
Design is conducted by the California 
Museum Association, which has the fol­ 
lowing Board of officers: President, J. A. 
W oodson; Vice-President, Frank Miller; 
Treasurer, D. O. Mills & Co.’s National 
Bank: Secretary, M. S. Cushman; Direc­ 
tors, Mrs. Margaret E. Crocker, Hon. J. W. 
Armstrong, J. A. Woodson. Frank Miller, 
David Lubin. Dr. George Pvburn. Charles 
McCreary, Jam es E. Mills, Jam es I Feiter, 
Hon. Curistopher Green. These partie: 
cherish the School of Design generously 
and wisely, and have brought it to a high 
degree oí excellence. 


SITUATION AND TRANSPORTATION. 
Sacramento is a railroad center, with 
lines leading up and down the great val­ 
leys, over the Sierras, and penetrating the 
foothill sections. Tne Sacramento river 
relates it by steam er and sail navigation 
w ith the bay of San Francisco and tbe P a ­ 
cific, and gives it the competitive ad­ 
vantages that result from the meeting of 
ship and railroad. 
A line ot steamers runs 
to San Francisco on the Sacramento river 
and tbe bays, and another as far up the 
stream as Red Bluff. 
The Sacramento 
river is spanned opposite the city by a 
railroad aud wagon bridge, connecting it 
wilh the 
town 
of 
W asnington. Yolo 
county; and the American river is bridged 
on the fine of Twelfth street and also by a 
railroad bridge a short distance above. 
All tbe bridges in the county and all roads

P roceedings of the International Volapuk 
Congre-s at Paris, 
The third International Volapuk Con­ 
gress was held at Paris August 18th to 21st, 
1S89, and the Volapuk papers containing 
an account of the proceedings have recent­ 
ly com e to hand. 
T he follow ing rules con­ 
cerning 
the 
Volapuk 
Academ y 
were 
adopted by the congress: 
1. The Academ y engages only in the 
com pletion and correction o f the grammar 
and dictionarv of the inventor. 
2. The A cadem y is the sole authority on 
questions of language. 
3 Members of the Academ y are chosen 
from am ong the m ost distinguished Vola- 
pukists of the different countries of the 
world. 
4. In each country as m any m embers of 
the Academ y can be chosen as the country 
has 10,000.000 inhabitants. 
A fraction of 
10 000,000 is counted as 10,000,000. 
5. Each country w ill be entitled to the 
standard num ber o f members only when 
Volapuk shall have been sufficiently pro­ 
pagated in it. 
6. This number can be exceptionally in ­ 
creased in favor of very m eritorious per­ 
sons. 
7. The election of members takes place 
on the call of the Directors of the Academ y, 
and a majority of the voters decides. 
8. The Director of the Academ y should 
nom inate as members the persons who 
have been proposed to him by the clubs of 
the respective countries. 
9. If the clubs do not propose anyone 
w ithin two m onths, or if ihere is no club 
in existence, the directory shall elect a can­ 
didate. 
10. The term of office of m embers of 
the Academ y is five years; re-eleciion is 
allowed. 
11. The Academ y is governed by a direc­ 
tory formed of fa) the Inventor; (4) a D i­ 
rector ; (c) a Vice-Director; (d) two Secre­ 
taries. 
12. The Director aDd Vice-Director of 
the Academ y are elected by the members 
for five years.

The Secretaries are appointed by the D i­ 
rector. 
13. A sim ple m ajority of the voters de­ 
cides. 
14. If the num ber of votes for and against 
are equal, the vate of the Director decides. 
15. The decisions of the Academ y should 
be im m ediately subm itted to the luventor. 
If the Inventor does not object, the decis­ 
ion of the Academ y, after thirty days, is 
conclusive. 
The decisions which are not 
approved by the luventor are considered 
by the Academy again, and becom e conclu­ 
sive only atter they bave.beea adopted by a 
two-thirds vote. 
16. The decisions of the Academ y are 
published in Volapuk in the official organ 
of the Academ y. 
The official paper is to be 
chosen by them . 
17 The Director 
m ust subm it to the 
Academ y all m otions signed by six m em ­ 
bers. 
18. A member of the Academ y who w ill 
uot obey the official decisions of the m a­ 
jority of the Academ y, and who w ill not 
during a year, and without a good cause, 
take part in the work of the Academ y, 
ceases to be a member. 
T he Director m ust 
m ove his dism issal. 
19. The dism issal of a m em ber is ef- 
f.-c-ed by a two-thirds vote of the voters. 
20. Each m ember of the Academ y pays 
annual dues of ten francs.until the Academ y 
shall have the ntcessary m oney for their 
requirem ents. 
The 
directory 
of 
the 
Academ y decides how this m oney shall be 
used. 
O u eof the Secretaries is Treasurer cf 
the Academ y. 
21. These decisions can only be changed 
by an International Congress. 
It is hoped that these rules w ill sm ooth 
over som e of the rough places where fric­ 
tion has heretofore existed. 
The Paris Congress did not have tim e 
to discuss tbe rules of the grammar, but, 
they decided that a sim ple standard gram ­ 
mar, written entirely in Volapuk, from 
w hich everything unnecessary is excluded, 
should be at once prepared by the members 
of tbe Academ y. 
U ntil the Academ y has 
issued such a grammar, tbe teachers of 
Volapuk should teach as they have done 
up to the present lim e. 
A new Volapuk paper has just been 
started in Portland. Or., by Arnold Scberz- 
inper, Professor o f Volapuk, entitled Vola- 
pukan Jfelopik. 
Orville I). Orton of St. 
Louis, has also just established a Volapuk 
department in The Alturist. 
V olapuk is m atin g progress in other 
parts of the world faster than in America. 
Here there is such a large body of E nglish­ 
speaking people who com e in contact with 
nations ot other languages so seldom that 
they feel the need of it less than in the 
sm aller countries of Europe, where the 
traveling public wilt meet nations using 
three or four diflerent languages in a single 
day. 
Volapuk has apparently com e to 
stay, and prom ises to progress more rap­ 
idly in the future than it has done in the 
past.

Some poor law reporter anxiously in­ 
quires whether the phonograph is not 
likely soon to supersede the stenographer.

NATIONAL TURF CONGRESS. 


Its 
Annual 
Session H eld in Chicago— 
C hanges iu R ules. 


C h ic a g o , Novem ber 14th.—At the session 
to-day of the Am erican Turf Congress they 
took up the m atter of am ending the rules 
iu regard to the licensing and fining of 
jockeys, and the disposal of thrse fines and 
lunds for trainers and jockeys. 
They fin­ 
ally concluded that the rules are good 
enough if strictly enforced. 
So it was de­ 
cided to m ake n o change in them. 
The follow ing jockey clubs were repre­ 
sented: 
W ashington Park, by President 
Brewster; K entucky Association of L ex­ 
ington, K y., by General J. F. Robinson; 
Louisville, by Colonel Lewis M. Clark; St. 
Louis, Colonel Charles S. GreeD; Twin City 
Club, of St. Paul and M inneapolis, Frank 
Shaw; Birm ingham , Ata., L Ezekiel; K an­ 
sas City, J. H Ogelby: Latonia, Judge C. J. 
Perkins and E. C. Hopper; Overland Club, 
o f Denver, Col., J. H . Brewster, proxy. 
Several am endm ents to the rules were 
adopted, and the Congress adjourned at 
noon to visit W ashington Park. 
A num ber of changes were made in rules 
am ong which were the follow ing: 
Rule four was changed so tbai the condi­ 
tion referring to m aidens shall m ean m aid­ 
ens at tbe tim e of the entry unless other­ 
wise specified. 
Rule ten was changed to read where no 
entrance fee is required the declaration 
m ast be accom panied by 5 per cent, of the 
first m oney. 
R ule twenty-one, relating to a change of 
name, is changed so no association shall 
receive an entry of or allow a horse whose 
nam e has been changed anywhere, to run 
on its course. 
Rule forty-eight was changed so tbe 
owner or trainer m ust consent to the dec­ 
laration of the jockey to carry legal over­ 
weight. 
Rule 5 now read s: 
“ Every horse whose 
jockey has weighed out and whose number 
has been put up 13 a starter, and liable for 
the w hole stake. 
If tbe horse is excused 
after having weighed out, all the b jo e bets 
on the race are void, and additional time 
before the race shall be p an ted by the 
judges. 
In auction o- Paris m utuals the 
bets stand, but the m oney bet on the ex ­ 
cused horse shall be refunded. 
R ule 92, Section A, relating to State pen­ 
alties, and Section C, for beaten horses and 
m aiden allowance, is stricken out. 
Rule 129 is am ended so that the jockeys, 
groom s 
and 
stable-boys found on the 
betting grounds m ay be fined as well as 
suspended or ruled off. 
Rule 190 was stricken out and a new 
rule adopted in its place, reading: 
" If an 
ineligible horse be entered for the purpose 
of betting against him and he finishes first, 
or if he be entered for the purpose of hav­ 
ing him disqualified by objectiuDS made 
after the race, all the beta shall be declared 
ofl.”

T h e National Grange did not meet until 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and the ses- 
8ion was m ainly taken np by discussions 
on various resolutions. 
T hat regarding 
law s for the prevention of the adulteration 
Of food, etc., was adopted, and one relating 
to foreign im m igration was referred to the 
Com m ittee on Foreign Relations. 
The resolutions of the California State 
Grange, in favor of retaining the tax on the 
im portation and m anufacture or sale of 
apiritous or m alt liquors, was respectfully 
referred 
back 
to the California State 
Grange. 
Proclam ation was made through 
the 
Secretary of an am endm ent to the Consti­ 
tution perm itting m ore than one Pom ona 
Grange in one county. 
A resolution in regard to the issuance of 
paper money and the coinage of silver was 
transferred to unfinished business. 
A vote of thanks was extended to the 
M useum Association for its polite invita­ 
tion to visit the Crocker A rt Gallery, and 
th e city of Sacramento was congratulated 
upon the possession of such a valuable 
treasure. 
The ladies of the National Grange ex­ 
pressed thanks to Mrs. John L. H untoon 
of Sacramento, and Mrs. C. A. H ull for 
gifts of beautiful shells. 
THE TAKE ON COTTON. 
T he delegates from the Southern States 
presented the following petition to the Na­ 
tional G range: 
Worthy Matter and Brethren o f the National 
Grange: We, th e undersigned, delegates from 
th e Southern States, ask to call your attention 
once m ore to th e injustice of th e tare im ­ 
posed upon cotton baled by th e European E x­ 
changes, an d beg your indulgence w hile pre­ 
sen tin g a few facts connected w ith the same. 
O riginally th e canvas m ade o f In d ia bagging 
w eighed about Vi'yi pounds per bale; the bands, 
o r roping, about 13J-»- Total, 27 pounds. The 
average w eight of an A m erican bale of cotton 
w as 4S) pounds. 
At this tim e a tare of .6 per 
cen t, was adopted by the E uropean associations. 
M ore recently the w eight of canvas an d bands 
h a s been reduced by the m anufacturers, u n til 
th e actu al tare is only 20 pounds per bale, w hile 
th e average w eight of an A m erican bale of cot­ 
ton, by latest statistics, is 505 pounds, showing 
conclusively th a t there is a gross injustice im ­ 
bedded in this question of tare against th e 
A m erican cotton producer of 10 pounds per 
bale, aggregating *7,000,000 per annum . 
We w ould also call attention to t t e fact th at 
th e 
canvas 
an d 
bands 
referredj to, 
and 
w hich constitute th e tare, is w orth about 
one-third its original cost to the m anutacturer, 
w hich is an exception lo the general rule on a r­ 
ticles constituting tare, for on no other article 
o f tare is the puirchaser able to realize anything 
from articles constituting tare. 
We also call at­ 
tention to the fact th at com m erce in no other 
instance has refused to purchase an d sell by net 
w eight. 
Now, W orthy M aster, we are well aw are of 
th e fact th at no legisla;ion can be had on this 
question by any association, organization, legis­ 
lativ e or representative body in th e U nited 
States, but feel th a t every influence should be 
brought to bear on the European exchanges. 
As this question originated and the w ork was 
first begun in our Order, we ask you to help us 
In pushing this w ork an d in th e securem ent of 
all th e influence possible on th e question. 
We 
hope to succeed by im pressing the im portance 
o t th is question upon our representatives in 
Congress, the Secretary of A griculture, our agri­ 
c u ltu ral departm ents, o u r Consuls in foreign 
countries, our A m erican exchanges, o u r Boards 
o f T rade an d all our ag ricu ltu ral organizations 
We ask th a t the efforts of o u r Executive Com' 
m ittee through our C onsularsystem be continued 
a n d pressed u n til o u r A m erican exchanges in ­ 
dorse our efforts, an d u n til England, G erm any 
a n d France yield to the overtures of the A m eri 
can cotton producer. 
. 
It is also proper for us to state th a t we believe 
th is reform w ould have been secured through 
th e efforts of our Executive Com m ittee from the 
instructions of th e N ational G range at 
its 
tw enty second session in Topeka, in 1888, but 
for th e selfish and m ercenary m otives actuating 
o u r A m erican exchanges aDd indifference on 
p art of our representative bodies. 
Still another point on th is question is the un­ 
reasonable dem and and exorbitant profits put 
in to the gaping pockets of th e unscrupulous 
ju te com bine, aggregating above a reasonable 
profit du rin g th e years 188S an d 1889 *2,750,000. 
Now, W orthy Master, we desire and ask your 
influence upon th e N ational G overnm ent for 
th e encouragem ent o f the production o f such 
fibrous m aterials as will enable us to success­ 
fully com pete w ith ju te produced in In d ia The 
tru e position of the cotton producer can only be 
w ell understood, an d the situation can only be 
appreciated by th e presentation o f another fact. 
Ju te in lu d ia costs only about two cents ner 
pound, w hile Am erican cotton costs ten cents 
a pound. Our cotton is not protected by n a­ 
tio n al legislation, yet we have been com pelled 
to use as a canvas for th e protection of our 
fleecy staple th is highly protected article called 
j ute bagging. 
We claim th is to be a d ire ft discrim ination 
against the cotton producer, an d th a t th ere is 
in it no protection except to the ju te bagging 
Combine in its determ ination to rob the cotton 
p lan ter—a n d we ask your influence upon our 
n a t’onal counsels th at we m ay not be discrim ­ 
in a te d against in th is m atter, an d no longer be 
robbed of our hard-earned dollars by the jute 
com bine.

W hen Jam es Klees, a Rocklin rancher, 
read yesterday's R ecord-U n io n , givmg an 
account of the finding of a m an in the 
river, and his subsequent death in the Re­ 
ceiving Hospital, he at once came to the 
conclusion, from the description furnished, 
that the deceased was no other than E. M. 
Cady, a fish and vegetable peddler, who for 
years made his hom e with Klees. The lat­ 
ter hastened to the city, and a glance at the 
rem ains convinced him that his suspicion 
was well-founded. 
Klees says that Cady left Rocklin late on 
Tuesday afternoon for this city to lay in a 
supply of produce, for which purpose he 
came here about once a m onth. 
Before he 
left Rocklin M arlin Nebar gave him a $20 
gold piece to have changed into silver in 
this city. The deceased also had some 
money of his own. 
Klees learned, on 
m aking inquiries, that Cady had been 
gambling. 
Deceased has for years been a hard 
drinker. H e left a brother in Port Huron, 
Mich., and

sin. 
Coroner 
Clark 
held 
an

quest last 
evening on 
the body, and 
J. H . H ickox identified the remains as 
those of his nephew, E. M. Cady, a native 
of Ohio, aged 52 years. 
C. L. Mains testified that be worked on 
the pile-driver at Front and J streets. 
About G:15 o'clock Thursday morning, as 
lie was on his way to work, he found the 
deceased astride a tree in the river, about 
twenty feet from the bank, and about three 
to five feet from the piles, which are 
boarded over to m ake a sort of wharf. 
W ith the assistance oí an officer the drown­ 
ing m an was carried to the Receiving Hos­ 
pital, where he died in a few minutes. 
The verdict of the Coroner’s Jury was 
that the deceased’s death resulted from 
exposure, as in their opinion he accidentally 
walked off the wharf into the river.
